Superior Court Chief Justice Walter 
McLaughlin is certainly a superior judge 
and human being.

I quote from the Phoenix article of May 
28, ““Two neighbors next door, officials of 
a nearby church, heard the woman with 
him screaming for nearly half an hour. 
Later they would tell a jury that the 
screams were ‘terrifying’ and ‘blood- 
curdling.”” Now I ask you, why did 
neither of these church officials telephone 
the police that night? Isn’t it almost as 
terrifying to realize that you or I or any of 
us might be attacked in an apartment or 
house (even our own), might cry out for 20 
minutes, be heard as vividly as that poor 
victim was, (while she was being held 
down, pummelled and raped), and 
nothing would be done about it? What 
kind of people could stand listening to 
“blood-curdling calls” for what must have 
seemed like hours and not done 
something about it! And why has no one, 


not even your paper, commented on this? — 


Are all of us callous, afraid, unwilling to 
get involved? If so, what chance do any of 
us have of surviving in these days of 


public immorality?

Your article on rape (Phoenix, May 28) 
was interesting and well-written, but it 
was also pitifully hetero-sexually 
oriented. ‘Dating bar rape” is not limited 
solely to straight beer joints. 

There have been hundreds of gay men 
placed in circumstances which are similar 
to the ones which faced many of the 
women described in your article. The 
cases not only involve sex, but a harmful 
aftermath as well. A gay man may meet 
someone in a bar, and bring him home for 
the very wholesome purpose of having sex 


with him. The houseguest may then abs- 
cond later while his host is asleep with 
whatever the bastard can get his-hands on 
— stereo, tv, cash, ad infinitum. Fre- 
quently, he'll grab the housekeys and 
return the next day while the place is 
empty. And as a point of information, the 
person is often straight. 

And do the courts afford any protection 
for the gay man? That is a laugh, indeed. 
While the conviction rate for straight 
rapists is terribly low, the conviction rate 
for those who perpetrate crimes against 


- gay people is almost non-existent. Juries, 


judges, district attorneys, and the police, 
all with their almost-inherited prejudices 
against gay people, always assume that 
irritating “he asked for it’”’ attitude. The 
fact that there are no anti-discrimination 
laws protecting gay people complicates 
the matter further: There are very few gay 
persons who are willing to prosecute -a- 
gainst those who prey upon them, for fear 
of losing their jobs, etc., and “exposing”’ 
themselves. It is painfully obvious that if 
they did not have to worry about being a 
‘*known homosexual,’’ they would 
probably be more interested in controlling 
those exploiters who know they can get 
away with it every time. 

Those who defend rapists or attackers, 
of the gay or straight persuasion, make 
ridiculous arguments to make the victim 
of the crime appear to be the cause of the 
crime. What’s more ridiculous is that just 
about everyone in the criminal justice 
system believes them.

academic freedom mushroomed into a 
genuine, popular uprising against the 
military junta that has controlled Greece 
since April 21, 1967.

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Airdrop Aims at Wastelands 


The Bombing Plan Save Viet Forests

They came in waves. 
American C-124 cargo planes fly- 
ing low above a tidal swamp 
criss-crossed by channels and 
brackish rivers. Fixed wing air- 
craft leaving behind them trails 
of fine mist that settled over the 
ground like thin clouds of vapor. 
The clouds, however, were 
lethal. They contained chemical 
agents with coloring book names 
— agent orange, agent white — 
euphemisms for deadly her- 
bicides. 

From 1965 to 1970, the C-124s 
flew over the Rung Sat zone of 
South Vietnam, spraying their 
loads of herbicides. When they 
began, this 405 square mile area 
of the Saigon River delta was 
covered with the lush green of 
South Vietnam’s second largest 
mangrove forest, source of 
firewood and timber for the 
South Vietnamese, food for fish 
and cover for the Viet Cong. 
When the spraying ended — 
more than one million gallons 
later — the Rung Sat at low tide 
was a brown wasteland, dotted 
with broken sticks and rotting 
wood, and an occasional tree. 

“Tt’s very obvious from looking 
at the spray pattern that they 
sprayed hell out of it.”’ 


Howard J. Teas, 53, a tall 
gangly man, sits within the sober 
cinder block walls of his office in 
the science building of the Un- 
iversity of Miami. Biologist and 
authority on mangroves, Dr. 
Teas is well acquainted with this 
country’s massive defoliation ef- 
forts in Vietnam. 

In 1972, aboard a South Viet- 
namese helicopter, Teas retraced 
the path of the C-124s over the 
Rung Sat. As the chopper 
hovered he leaned out and emp- 
tied from a plastic bassinet 
several thousand carrot-shaped 
objects weighted with sand. This 
time the objects that fell from 
the sky were not designed to 
destroy. They were mangrove 
seedlings, being test-dropped 
into the desolated Rung Sat to 
see if mangroves could ever be 
brought back to the region. As 
they fell, Teas looked down into 
the decimated forest. 

“Almost all the trees had been 
killed except for a few specimens 
of resistant species. In some 
areas the soil had subsided about 
four or five inches. The ground 
level had gone down that much. 
Parts were covered with litter. As 
quick as you could shovel it you 
could fill a bushel basket with 


bits of bark, twigs and pieces of 
wood.” 

Teas was in Vietnam as part of 
a study by the National 
Academy of Sciences on the 
results of America’s wartime 
defoliation program. Requested 
by Congress and, ironically, paid 
for by the Defense Department, 
the study was released this 
February showing that 
mangrove forests of South Viet- 
nam... have suffered a greater 
damage than any other-type of 
vegetation in South Vietnam.” 

In all nearly 260,000 acres, 36 
percent of South Vietnam’s total 
mangrove forest, were destroyed 
by the herbicides. Unlike the 
United States where Florida and 
Gulf Coast mangroves are not 
logged commercially, in Vietnam 
this. destruction represents a 
multi-million dollar loss to the 
national economy. 

For decades Vietnamese rice 
farmers and fishermen living 
close to the mangroves have used 
the trees for construction timber 
and firewood. Mangrove bark is 
made into dyes and used in tan- 
ning leather. The mangrove 
wood provides fishing stakes and 
dock pilings. In the markets of 
Saigon, charcoal taken from the 
delta mangroves is sold at prices 
that, Teas estimates, make an 
acre of 16-year-old trees worth 
$3000 for their charcoal value 
alone. 


Vital to Ecosystem 


But the trees have another 
value for the Vietnamese, one 
not easily converted into dollars 
and cents. Breeding grounds for 
birds, mammals and fish, the 
mangroves play a vital role in the 
ecosystem of the nation’s 
waterways. Their tangled nest of 
roots provide protected hiding 
places for small marine life and 
the trees produce organic 
materials absorbed as food by 
the fish and shell fish that are 
critical mainstays of the Viet- 
namese diet. 

As part of the NAS team, 
Teas’ mission in Vietnam was to 
find out how the herbicide 
sprayings had affected these 
economic and biological roles of 
the mangroves and to determine 
if the trees could ever be 
restored. He picked the Rung 
Sat because of its relative securi- 
ty in the war-torn country. It 
also had been one of the most 
heavily sprayed mangrove areas 
in. South Vietnam. The

ecological effects there could 
easily be extrapolated to the 
other forests. 

Located southeast of Saigon, 
the Rung Sat surrounds the 
main shipping channel from the 
South China Sea into the 
capital. The channel was a focal 
point for Viet Cong activity dur- 
ing the early 1960’s. Hiding 
beneath the thick cover of the 
mangrove forest, they harassed 
cargo ships moving along the 
waterway into Saigon. To 
remove this cover the spraying 
began in 1965. 

“As a military operation,” 
Teas admits, “it (the spraying) 
was quite successful. It kept the 
Saigon River delta open.” 

But in their zeal to expose VC 
hiding places American military 
officials engaged in a form of 
biological overkill. In some cases 
the low-flying spray planes 
swept over the same areas more 


- than four times, while, according 
to Teas, “if you hit them (the- 


mangroves) once you kill most of 
them.” 

The dosages themselves, the 
study stated, were from two to 


ten times greater than those used 


to clear crop lands and pasture 
areas in the United States. 

The result in the Rung Sat was 
a near complete destruction of 
the nation’s most valuable 
mangrove species, the red 


mangrove, which had composed 
80 percent of the forest. More 
ominous for the future, the 
spraying also destroyed the 
sources of seeds for the 
mangroves. Without adequate 
seed supplies the scientists es- 
timate that the valuable red 
mangrove will not return 
naturally for 100 years, if ever. 
Meanwhile, another species, the 
black mangrove, highly resistant 
but economically practically 
worthless, is threatening to 
overrun the Rung Sat. 

“When mangroves are heavily 
sprayed,” Teas says, “the weedy 
species come back in, the junky 
things that aren’t much good for 
wood and charcoal. The less 
desirable ones have smaller 
seeds and get established quick- 
ly. The small seedlings are 
carried widely by the tide while 
the bigger and better ones get 
caught in the debris, the dead 
branches.” 

Besides the incalculable dollar 
loss, the destruction of the red 
mangroves has meant an im- 
mediate loss of employment for 
those Vietnamese who before 
earned their living selling timber 
and firewood from the forest. 
There is also a future threat, the 
scientists reported, that the 
areas surrounding the depleted 
forests will be faced with fuel 
shortages. 


But of possibly graver conse- 
quence for the future were the 
NAS team’s findings on the 
biological effects of the her- 
bicides. By comparing sprayed 
and non-sprayed mangrove 
areas, the researchers found that 
plankton, crucial as a food 
source for fish, was lower in 
quantity and variety in the 
destroyed regions. Fish too were 
smaller in size in these areas. 

From traveling down the 
Saigon River by boat Teas dis- 
covered that another important 
mangrove resource had become a 
casualty of the spraying. Dead 
delta clams lay along the shores 
of the river, killed, Teas reason- 
ed, by exposure to direct 
sunlight, a result of the destruc- 
tion of the protective canopy the 
mangroves had offered before the 


spraying. 


Malaria Danger 


More frightening was a finding 
the NAS team made when they 
compared a healthy mangrove 
forest in Thailand with the 
devastated Rung Sat. The Thai 
forest contained no trace of 
malaria, but in the Rung Sat the 
malaria organism was found in 
the blood of seven percent of the 
children tested. The scientists 
concluded that by removing the 
mangroves the spraying may 
have created favorable con- 
ditions for the breeding of 
malaria-carrying mosquitoes. 


To Teas and the other 
researchers these findings meant 
that the red mangroves had to be 
replanted immediately before 
the damage became permanent. 
But they were faced with a major 
obstacle — the war. If reforesta- 
tion were to be launched before 
the war ended, it would be 
necessary to devise a safe means 
of planting the seedlings. In 
March, 1972, Teas began drop- 
ping experimental red mangrove 
seedlings from the air into the 
Rung Sat. 


“I was trying to see if it was 
practical to plant them from the 
air. The name of the game I was 
involved in was replant the good 
species from the air before your 
military operations are over. The 
species, good or bad, that gets a 
start is the one that becomes 
dominant so we were trying to 
plant the good ones.”

ABORTION 
IN BOSTON 


The majority of women who 
have abortions in Boston are 
Catholic, according to figures 
released by two large outpatient 
abortion clinics. At Preterm, 339 
out of 662 abortions in May, 1974 
involved Catholics. This does 
not account for 96 women who 
refused to designate a religion; 
former Catholics may fall into 
this category. At the Charles Cir- 
cle Clinic 55 percent of the abor- 
tions performed from mid- 
August to mid-October of last 
year involved Catholic women. 

Opposition to abortion in the 
Commonwealth does not ex- 
clusively come from orthodox 
Catholics. Moral, a pro-abortion

The 
right-wing groups include the 
John Birch Society, Young 
Americans for Freedom, the 
Christian Crusade, Liberty Lob- 
by, the American Party (George 
Wallace true belivers), and the 
KKK.

It seems that small circulation 
magazines sometimes contain 
the most incisive and com- 
prehensive political reports. 

New Politics magazine, a 
quarterly, has a tiny circulation 
of 4000 but its current issue, con- 
‘taining accounts of repression 
and resistance in Chile, Spain 
and Greéce, is of wide interest. 
In “Chile: Terror for Capital’s 
Sake,” by Morris Morley and 
Betty Petras, the extent of the 
junta’s holocaust is briefly 
catalogued. General Pinochet, 
leader of the junta is quoted, “‘Of 
course Chile is in a state of 
shock. Chile is like a patient who 
has had both hands amputated.” 
A neat summary by the chief 
surgeon. 

Since the coup overthrowing 
the elected Marxist government 
of Salvador Allende, 25 to 30 per- 
cent of the workforce has been 
dismissed from employment 
because of alleged subversive 
traits (namely, a belief in 
economic democracy). Morley 
and Petras estimate that 15,000 
have been killed, 30,000 are be- 
ing held as political prisoners,

200,000 are jobless, 25,000 have 
been expelled from universities, 
and thousands have been tor- 
tured. The catalyst for the coup 
was the economic policies of the 
US, aimed at strangling the 
fragile political experiment in 
Chile. American bankers have 
recently agreed to re-finance the 
debts of Chile and the US 
government has been extending 
aid and large quantities of wheat 
— a wheat deal for fascism. Still, 
strikes persist and absenteeism 
in the factories is rampant; the 
junta meets the strikes with 
selective killings. A report from 
Zodiac News Service noted last 
week that a new law enacted by 
the junta prescribes the penalty 
of death for participation in any 
non-sanctioned public gather- 
ing. 

The article in New Politics on 
Greece is exceptional. Lady 
Amalia Fleming, expelled by the 
Greek junta from Greece for 
public opposition to the dic- 
tatorship, presents a chronicle of 
the suppressed revolt of Greek 
students last November. The 
thousands of students massed at 
the Polytechnic chanted to the 
approaching soldiers, “You are 
our brothers. You are one with 
us. We are unarmed. You will 
not shoot.” A tank commander 
stood up on his tank and 
shouted, ‘Bravo, children!” He 
was shot immediately and the 
repression commenced; over 400 
students were murdered.

Putting a Stop to Logan’s Expansion

John A. Volpe may have been 
Massachusetts’ only Italian 
governor, but mentioning his 
name is an insult in parts of 
Italian East Boston. 

Volpe, now ambassador to Ita- 
ly, was back in town last Thurs- 
day to help dedicate a new inter- 
national terminal named after 
him. For East Boston, the irony 
was too much to take. 

Volpe is one of Logan Airport’s 
strongest supporters, so 
Massport, the airport’s manage- 
ment, wanted to show thanks by 
putting his name on a new ter- 
minal. They topped things off by 
bringing in an SST (a Boston 
first) for the ceremony. 

In response, East Boston 
residents and environmentalists 
against the SST held their own 
“dedication” ceremony on Nep- 
tune Road, just a few hundred 
yards away from the new Volpe 
Terminal. There they named 
Runway 15-33 at Logan the 
‘John A. Volpe Memorial 
Runway.” 

To people in East Boston, 
naming Runway 15-33 after 
Volpe was a fitting occasion. In 
1966, former governor Volpe ap- 
proved the extension of the 
runway 2000 feet towards East 
Boston. As a result, 67-acre 
Wood Island Park was leveled. 

The baseball diamonds, 
beaches and picnic areas at 
Wood Island were replaced with 
a concrete runway and a 10-foot 
chain link fence. Now jets fly in 
35 feet over homes on Neptune 
Road. Clocks fall off walls. A 
good night’s sleep is a thing of 
the past. Several years ago, a 
woman’s ear bone was fractured 
by the sound of a jet landing. 

When Volpe approved the 
longer Runway 15-33, he promis- 
ed East Boston would be paid 
back acre for acre for the loss of 
Wood Island park. After eight 
years of waiting, no one here is 
holding his breath anymore. 

That promise is just one of 
many made to East Boston and 
never kept. Governor Sargent, 
for example, said in 1971, there 
would be a decrease in noise or 
pollution from the airport and no 
more needless airport expansion. 

Those promises went out the 
window last month when 
Sargent allowed Logan to

lengthen two more runways and 
start building a new STOL 


(short take-off and landing) 


runway. The STOL runway will 
aim directly at Jeffries Point, the 
last area of East Boston not 
affected by direct overflights. 

Massport has been taken to 
court over this new expansion, 
but construction on the $7.7 
million project will continue un- 
til the case is settled. 

Sargent has made a lot of 
other proposals to contain the 
airport, but he hasn’t pushed 
very hard to make them work. 
Three years ago he called for a 
high-speed train to New York 
and Washington, which would 
eliminate the need for many 
flights at Logan (and the need 
for new runways). 

He hasn’t said much about 
railroad development since, even 


though a lot of new federal 
money is available. And he isn’t 
squawking about the STOL now, 
even though high-speed rail will 
have a hard time competing 
against quick hop flights by a 
new generation of short take-off 
jets. 

Sargent said he was opposed 
to the new Volpe International 
Terminal unless it was redesign- 
ed with no additional parking (to 
cut down on auto traffic through 
East Boston). But the terminal 
proceeded unchanged, parking 
and all. 

Sargent also backed down 
from his earlier stand against a 
new South Terminal, which will 
provide parking space for an ad- 
ditional 3000 cars. Construction 
is now underway. 

Projects like the STOL 
runway, the International and

Polcari’s: Heavenly Beans

North Enders who know a 

thing or two about coffee have 

heard about Anthony Polcari. 

And they’re sure to know 
about his small shop — at 105 
Salem Street — which is steeped 
in the aroma of coffee beans and 
resplendent with well-stocked 
antique copper bins. 

Italian-born tailor Anthony 
Polcari started the coffee store 
when a friend taught him how to 
roast beans. That was back in 
1931, and Anthony’s son Ralph 
says the store hasn’t changed 
since then. The original grinding 
machine stands in the front of 
the store amongst expresso 
machines, and the many spices 
and herbs Polcari sells. : 

Prices at the shop range from 
$1.35 a pound for a mild African- 
Brazilian blend, to $1.55 a pound 
for Colombian coffee and $1.65 
for Mocha-Java. Dark roasts, at 
$1.55 a pound, include Italian 
and French beans. 

After Polcari shovels the coffee 
beans from old three-foot high 
bins, and weighs them on an 
equally antique scale, he packs 
them into wax-lined double bags 
that help insure their freshness. 


Ralph Polcari offers free advice 
to customers about the care and 
grinding of coffee: 

“First thing you have to know 
is that you can freeze coffee, in 
the bean or ground. Then it 
keeps for months and months, 
long as you want. In the 
refrigerator, in my special bags, I 
give it no longer than a month or 
it goes stale. Out in the air two 
weeks is tops for ground coffee, 
and maybe three for it in the 
bean. But without freezing it I 
prefer keeping coffee around no 
more than 11 or 12 days. Then 
you know it’s fresh like Mama 
wants it.” 

Harvard Square coffeehouses 
—.Polcari mentioned the 
Algiers, Pamplona and Iruna — 
buy their beans from this North 
End establishment, and people 
come from as far as Cape Cod to 
stock their kitchens. Polcari’s 
also carries herbs and spices, like 
vanilla beans from Madagascar 
and candied citron from Italy, as 
well as cheeses and sausages. 
Outside the shop, on Salem 
Street, Polcari runs another 
specialty business — selling a 
world-variety of candies and 


South terminals, and others 
which will add to noise and 
pollution have been consistently 
approved by the Massport board 
of directors. Even though Gov. 
Sargent has personally ap- 
pointed five of the seven board 
members, he says there is little 
he can do. 


What to Do 


What Sargent can do is block 
federal funds and deny necessary 
permits for projects like the new 
landing system Massport wants 
to put on Runway 15R near Nep- 
tune Road. 

The landing system, known as 
Category I, would bring in an 
additional 1300 flights a year in 
bad weather over Chelsea and 
the Neptune Road area, both 
densely settled with homes and 
oil tanks. 

Sargent can also tell US 
Transportation secretary Claude 
Brinegar that no state approvals 
for airport expansion will be 
given and urge federal officials to 
do the same. 


Sargent can put more pressure 
on Massport board members he’s 
appointed and make sure the 
new appointment he makes in 
July will go along with a policy of 
no airport expansion. 

With an election coming this 
fall, it is doubtful that Sargent 
can push hard for a few votes 
from East Boston at the expense 
of business and labor support. 


Whether Sargent decides to 
act or not, a new state Supreme 
Court ruling has given Massport 
a little jolt. Now, for the first 
time, Massport must comply 
with environmental laws, just 
like any other state. 


Several citizens groups are us- 
ing this new legal power to fight 
Massport. One is MAPNAC 
(Massachusetts Air Pollution 
and Noise Abatement Com- 
mittee). MAPNAC is an anti- 
Massport coalition supported by 
local groups such as the 
Legislative Committee in Eas: 
Boston and Chelsea Fair Share 

Together they hope legal tac- 
tics and protests like the Nep- 
tune Road demonstration will fill 
the gap left. by politicians ir

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Don’t Quote Me...

Was it a Freudian slip or something 
when Congressman Thomas P. ‘‘Tip’’ 
O’Neil, appearing on the Channel 2 auc- 
tion, said a pair of wooden carved birds 
were donated by the “Gross Hummock 
Shop” in Orleans? It is actually the Goose 
Hummock Shop — and it is owned by 
Gov. Francis Sargent. 


Globe Editor Tom Winship called in all 
his reporters who cover beats and also 
write columns and told them they would 
not be writing columns any longer. Most 
were disturbed; some were irate. “When 
people get over their understandable un- 
happiness,” Winship says, “I think you’re 
going to find it very difficult to say that 
any vitality and sharpness has gone out of 
the paper.”’ 

Which is small consolation to reporters 
who suddenly find themselves without a 
vehicle to express points of view on 
political goings-on. Particularly if they 
don’t buy Winship’s theory that a 
reporter wearing “‘two hats” creates “‘the 
appearance of a conflict.” 

In brief, the new Globe policy says that 
reporters report and columnists colum- 
nize, period. Except, of course, for the ex- 
ceptions: Sports columns will continue 
unchanged because, as Winship says, it’s 
not all that important. ‘‘T’ll concede that’s 
a close one,”’ he said. “But the quality of 
life doesn’t hinge on who muffed a double 
play.”’ Another exception is Martin 
Nolan, the Globe’s Washington Bureau 
Chief, whose syndicated column will con- 
tinue. 

And in an effort to tighten up the 
paper’s editing, the new assistant Manag- 
ing Editor, Bob Phelps, has named 
Thomas Oliphant, Al Larkin, and An- 
drew Blake as “story editors.” Their jobs 
will be to work closely with reporters and 
concentrate on upgrading the quality of 
the paper’s writing. ‘““There’s not a single 
story that I’ve handled since I’ve been 
here,”’ Phelps said, “that I haven’t turned 
back for major changes.” 

But who, meanwhile, will point out the 
political maneuvering and posturing that 
is bound to intensify as the campaign 
heats up — the kinds of things that can’t 
be said in a “news analysis”’ piece? To fill 
that gap, Winship has created a new post 
— a full time local political columnist. 
Such jobs are usually created with 
someone in mind to fill them, but since 
union rules require such openings be 
posted, no one is saying who that is. Like- 
ly candidates, though, are Mike Kenney, 
ithe State House Bureau Chief, and Peter 
Lucas, described by Boston Magazine as 
“the smartest of the smart money” on 
Beacon Hill. 

Smart and respected, maybe. But 
Lucas’ Saturday column has still been 
done away with under the new policy. 
How does he feel about it? Like everyone 
else, he’s not talking. “You're a good kid, 
O’Brian,”’ he said, ‘‘but I’ve got nothing to 
say. Write what the (expletive deleted) 
you want.” 


Tony Pepper, WBZ-TV’s new co- 
anchorman, who begins here July 1, 
better make the grade. Because he can’t 
go home again. After Pepper had clinched 
the deal with WBZ, he took a final on-air 
shot at his superiors at KOA-TV in 
Denver, saying during his regular 
“commentary” time at the end of a 
newscast, that he was coming to Boston 
because, unlike KOA, WBZ-TV has a 
serious commitment to news. He said he 
hoped KOA executives wised up before all 
their good people left. Pepper was then 
summarily fired, even though he had 
already given his two weeks’ notice.

When Mike Dukakis and Bob Quinn 
clash in the Democratic gubernatorial 
primary this September, it won’t be the 
first time that they will have run against 
each other.

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The Friends of Freddie Langone

The political committee that 
worked for the re-election of 
Boston City Councillor Fred 
Langone last fall has failed to. 
properly report where it got 
three-quarters of its money. 

In its official report on file at 
the Boston City Clerk’s office, 
the Councillor Langone Re- 
election Committee lists $6,500 
of the $8,500 it raised for last 
year’s final election as coming 
from another group, the Langone 
Friendship Party Committee. 

But there is no report on file at 
the clerk’s office from the 
Langone Friendship Party Com- 
mittee for either the primary or 
final election last fall. 

Langone said last week that 
his Friendship Party Committee 
raised its money at a $50-a-head 
party thrown at an East Boston 
restaurant last Halloween, just 
six days before the final election. 

He said all money from the 
party went to his campaign com- 
mittee and that most ticket- 
buyers knew this. He said he 
kept no list of ticket-buyers 
because “everybody’s chasing 
you for lists — other candidates 
for other offices.” 

The state’s Corrupt Practices 
Act requires the treasurer of any 
political committee raising more 
than $50 total for a candidate to 
report the names, addresses and 
contributions of all persons giv- 
ing more than $15. 

Langgne, who was clearly a 
council candidate at the time of 
the Halloween bash, said last 
week he was unaware of the law’s 
requirements. 

“We give ‘em food, a floor 
show and plenty of booze at the 
party,” he said. ‘““We’ve always 
got an open bar. I’ve done it so 


many times and nobody’s ever 
complained so I’ve assumed 
there was nothing wrong. There’s 
full disclosure.” 

Boston City Clerk Joseph 
Dunlea, responsible for checking 
the financial reports of council 
candidates and their committees 
to see if they are complete, said 
last week he saw nothing wrong 
with Langone’s reports. 

“For all I know some of his 
(Langone’s) friends got together, 
decided he was a nice guy and 
threw a party,” said Dunlea. 

Dunlea said he “couldn’t care 
less” about the price of tickets at 
Langone’s bash and wasn’t in- 
terested in where the money 
went. 

“He can do what he wants 
with it,” said Dunlea, who is ap- 
pointed to his post by the city 
council. “He could take a trip to 
Spain.” 

A check of the records on file 
at Dunlea’s office reveals that 
Langone was not the only 
successful council candidate who 
filed a questionable financial 
report after last fall’s campaign. 

Councillor Gerald O’Leary 
failed to list the addresses of con- 
tributors who gave him about 
$3,000 for the final election. 
Such addresses are required by 
law. 

The only O’Leary contributor 
whose address was listed was 
O’Leary himself, who loaned the 
campaign $4,500. 

“He (O’Leary) told us it was 
either that or nothing,” said City 
Clerk Dunlea last week. “Sup- 
pose a guy comes up to the door 
(during a campaign party) and 
says my name is John Smith. 
What are you gonna do? Make 
him sign a notarized statement

before you take his money?” 

O'Leary also failed to file his 
report for the primary until April 
30th of this year. He did so only 
after Dunlea informed the At- 
torney General’s office of the 
delay. 

The committee for Councillor 
Joseph Tierney failed to list ad- 
dresses for contributors who gave 
about $2,000. 

That figure represents about 
one-third of the $6,030 raised by 
the committee for the final elec- 
tion. One $50 contributor was 
listed without a last name. 

About ten percent of Coun- 
cillor Patrick McDonough’s 
money for the final election came 
from contributors without ad- 
dresses — $625 of a total $5,955. 


About $3,650 of the $4,104 
raised by Councillor Louise Day 
Hicks’ campaign committee for 
the final is listed simply as 
“receipts from party” with no in- 
dication of how much individual 
party-goers paid. (If there were 
contributors over $15, the donors 
should be listed.) Ms. Hicks was 
unavailable for comment. 


City Councillor Albert 
“Dapper” O’Neil added a touch 
of humor to the councillor’s 
financial reports. He sent a letter 
along with his report for the 
primary election demanding 
that he be notified if anyone ask- 
ed to examine it. 


“My reason for this letter,” 
O’Neil wrote clerk Dunlea, “is 


that there is a so-called organiza- 
tion known as ‘Common Cause,’ 
and I flatly refuse to devulge any 
of my business to them.” 


Clerk Dunlea checked with the 
city’s law department to deter- 
mine whether O’Neil’s request 
had any legal merit; it didn’t. 


But the apparent casualness 
with which many of the Hub’s 
City Councillors took the cam- 
paign reporting requirement last 
year may be at an end. The 
state’s new Corrupt Practices 
Act, in effect since January first 
of this year, sets up a statewide 
Campaign and Political Finance 
Director with the power to in- 
vestigate local political fun- 
draising. 
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ts: A Forgotten Issue Revives

Politicians have always kissed 
babies, and babies have always 
been good sports about the 
gratuitous greetings. Until this 
year. 

Children may have added to 
the image-making of the can- 
didate, but they have gotten 
little in return. So this year kids 
are asking politicians to address 
themselves to issues of childrens’ 
rights and services, and not just 
to their kissable cheeks. 

Early in April, Hubie Jones, 
father of eight and no stranger to 
childrens’ problems, rounded up 
40 area citizens to talk about 
politicizing issues that usually 
take the back seat to Real 
Problems like economy and tax- 
es. Jones, now a professor of ur- 
ban studies at MIT, has been a 
professional social worker for 17 
years, spending much of that 
time with underprivileged 
youngsters. With other com- 
munity leaders Jones decided 
1974 was time to reverse the 
situation of political low priority 
to children’s issues. 

“Children can’t vote. Adults 
who do vote have other com- 
peting interests. So when it com- 
es to money interests — who gets 
what — kids are low on the 
totem pole, and politicians know 
they can get away with messing 
over the kids,’’ Jones said. ‘““We 
want young people’s interests to 
surface to the top this year, so 
that it affects the way adults pull 
the lever come November, when 
they’re in the voting booth.” 


2 Million Minors 


So the Children’s Campaign 
was established to represent the 
nearly two million minors in the 
Commonwealth and afford them 
the political voice they’ve 
traditionally lacked. Candidates 
will have to answer questions

ms (first base person for Boston Tigers) is member of 


about such issues as busing, 
legal rights for minors, child ser- 
vices and day care, abortion, and 
students’ rights. And children 
will ask the questions. 

One of the children on the 
campaign’s steering committee 
is ten-year-old Martha Abrams, 
who is accustomed to fighting 
bureaucracy, having recently 
taken on the Boston Little 
League. (“I’m first base-person 


for the Tigers,’’ she said 
triumphantly, adding, ‘Except 
that I missed two pop flies today, 
I’m not too bad.”’) 

Another is Jeffrey Scott of 
Springfield. “Jeff has had a 
brush with the law,” Jones said. 
“He'll be .able to tell us a lot 
about juvenile detention 
programs from his own ex- 
perience.” 

A statewide operation, the 


Children’s Campaign has held 
organizational meetings in 
Salem, Lawrence, Pittsfield, 
New Bedford, Amherst, 
Springfield and Worcester with 
children as well as members of 
the business and academic com- 
munities, child-care 
professionals, and parents. 

The campaign, which is 
registered with the Secretary of 
State as a political campaign

with the child of Massachusetts 
as a candidate, will come to an 
end in November, rather than 
continue to operate as a lobbying 
organization. Leaders of the 
Childen’s Campaign credit ex- 
isting groups such as the 
Children’s Lobby, the 
Massachusetts Advocacy Center 
(of which Jones is chairman), the 
Children’s Defense Fund and 
others, with molding an at- 
mosphere in which such a unique 
campaign could thrive. They’ll 
need about $50,000 to run the 
five month campaign and pay six 
full-time staffers in Boston, but 
only $5,000 has been raised so 
far. 


“If it’s a very successful cam- 
paign, and if we can get the peo- 
ple in the State House to realize 
that they will be held accoun- 
table for how they vote on 
children’s issues,” Jones said, 
“our goal will be accomplished. 
Then those existing groups will 
have more clout, and politicians 
will know they can’t get away 
with stepping all over kids in the 
political arena.” 


Anti-Sargent sentiment seems 
prominent in a statement made 
by Children’s Campaign 
treasurer (and U. Mass. vice- 


§ president) Peter Edelman in 


mid-May at Harvard: 


“The Governor has taken a 
strong direct position on school 
desegregation in the past. His 
new stand for ‘‘freedom of 
choice” in busing is the same 
that (Alabama Governor) George 
Wallace and Strom Thurmond 
have taken for years.” 

But Jones denies partisan in- 
terests. ‘‘We do not want 
anybody to get the impression 
that this is an anti-Sargent cam-

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Foreign Policy Push: Nixon’s Way Out?

SAN FRANCISCO — Few 
observers believe that an ex- 
perienced political infighter like 
Richard Nixon is defending 
himself against Congress solely 
by “stonewalling” and dribbling 
out edited transcripts. The real 
White House strategy to block 
impeachment is to play for time 
and, this summer, present 
Congress with such powerful 
foreign policy achievements that 
the waiverers will be brought 
back to the President’s side. 

One of the Nixon Ad- 
ministration’s major con- 
tributions to foreign policy 
techniques is the concept of 
“linkage” — using side issues 
and other parties to gain one’s 
objective on the main issue. 
Kissinger’s shuttling between 
Damascus and Jerusalem is a 
case in point: while he appeared 
to be acting as mediator, 
Kissinger in fact used every 
weapon of U.S. foreign policy to 
achieve the accord, regarded as 
the crucial stepping stone to 
Nixon’s Moscow visit this 
month. Significantly the 
scheduling of the visit was an- 
nounced a day after the accord 
was signed. 


With Syrian-Israeli disengage-* 


ment, the U.S. has managed to 
swing the Arabs around in one of 
the most remarkable turn- 
abouts achieved by U.S. foreign 
policy. But despite disclaimers, 
the disengagement could not 
habe been achieved without dis- 
creet Soviet support, evident in 
Foreign Minister Gromyko’s 
hardly coincidental appearances 
on the scene at critical moments. 

While a U.S.-Soviet detente is 
widely questioned in the United 
States, the official Soviet press 
has vehemently urged 
Washington to nail down the 
detente. The Russians consider 
Nixon’s visit vital for this, even 
though the President may be fac- 
ing an impeachment vote in the 
House. 


Value for Russians 


What does the detente mean 
to the Russians? It is generally 
admitted that there cannot be an 
arms limitation agreement of 
any substance while Nixon is in 
Moscow — neither side is 
prepared to scale down deploy- 
ment of strategic weapons. It is 
possible Nixon will sign a U.S.- 
Soviet trade agreement that will 
clear the way for sizeable 
American investments and 
credits for the USSR, yet such a 
move will face strong opposition 
in the U.S. Congress — a factor 
the Russians are fully aware of. 
Signing a trade agreement does 
not mean it can be implemented. 

The value of a nailed-down 
detente for the USSR lies 
elsewhere. Like Nixon, Brezhnev 
faces strong opposition to his 
own “peace for a generation” 
policies. For years Brezhnev (like 


there without freezing out the 
Russians, Brezhnev will consider 
it a personal triumph 
strengthening his power position 
within the Politburo. 

The Russians believe 
economic and military advan- 
tages will naturally flow out of a 
political detente. Moscow needs 
massive foreign investment from 
capitalist nations to develop the 
backward sectors of its economy. 
As in the U.S., there is powerful 
opposition to any reduction in 
defense effort. But since as much

Using “Linkage” 


Khrushchev before him) argued 
that the Americans would even- 
tually come around to 
cooperating with the Russians in 
a dual superpower policing of the 
world. No concept has been 
dearer to Russian foreign policy 
strategists than that of global bi- 
polarity. Only the two great 
military powers, the USSR and 
the U.S., working together, could 
assure the peace of the world. 
As the Russians see it, the 
most important testing ground of 
detente is the Middle East. If 
stabilization can be achieved 


income is reported as going into 
defense, even the hard-bitten 
Soviet military would find it dif- 
ficult to resist pressures for 
defense cutbacks if detente 
works. 


Nixon-Kissinger Aims 


The Nixon-Kissinger foreign 
policy thrusts are more intricate. 
The U.S. needs peace in the 
Middle East and a new working 
relationship with the Arab coun- 
tries in the light of its growing 
dependence on Middle Eastern 
oil. So long as the Arab-Israeli 
and other conflicts fester in the 
region, the door is open to the 
return of Soviet influence. The 
U.S. approach to assure its posi- 
tion in the Middle East is three- 


pronged: mend fences with and 
give munificent aid to the Arab 
governments; seek detente with 
the USSR; and, as a reserve in 
case of trouble, build up military 
and political power in the Indian 
Ocean. 

Both Kissinger and Gromyko 
brought military factors to bear 
in their negotiations with the 
Middle Eastern parties involved. 
But neither could deliver their 
respective Pentagons — only 
their bosses could. It is no secret 
in Washington that Nixon has 
been eagerly courting 
Congressional leaders with 
military ties, notably Southern 
Democrats. While that may gain 
him favorable votes in an even- 
tual impeachment proceeding, it 
also solidifies his ties to the Pen- 
tagon, whose support Nixon 
needs if he is to wage a successful 
foreign policy. Nothing more 
dramatically illustrates this 
than the huge defense budget. 

If the Syrian-Israeli disengage- 
ment lasts, and if Nixon con- 
cludes a trade but not a strategic 
arms agreement in Moscow, he 
will have scored real diplomatic 
successes with demonstrable 
payoffs. He can tell the Pentagon 
he managed to secure Russian 
cooperation in the Middle East 
without compromising on 


American strategic capabilities, 
and without impairing a defense 
budget which even government 
officials now admit has 
“countercyclical,” that is anti- 
recessionary, effects. He can tell 
the business community that the 
paths have been cleared for in- 
vestment in one of the greatest 
untapped markets of the world. 
He can tell the pro-Israeli forces 
in Congress that it would be 
open partisan politics to con- 
tinue to refuse credits and most- 
favored-nation status to the 
Russians. 


Watergate Linkage 


The game of politics is linkage, 
and Nixon has always been an 
expert practitioner of the art. In 
the arena of domestic politics, 
his capacity to make linkage pay 
off has declined sharply. But in 
foreign policy the White House 
strategy sees a chance of making 
linkage pay off through “peace 
for a generation” coupled with a 
rising anti-recessionary defense 
budget and final assurance by 
the Arabs of Israel’s right to ex- 
ist. Nixon is betting that this 
and not his Watergate misdeeds 
will count when impeachment 
comes to a vote.

BRUTAL ENDING 
During the Vietnam 


negotiations of 1972 Henry 
Kissinger said to his staff, “We 
can’t stand another four years of 
this. So let’s finish it brutally, 
once and for all.” According to 
Tad Szulc, in an article in 
Foreign Policy, based on State 
Department documents and in- 
terviews with Kissinger staff 
members, the North Vietnamese 
and the Americans had reached 
agreement on basic proposals 
before the Christmas bombing of 
civilian areas in North Vietnam. 
The Christmas bombing ap- 
proved by Kissinger was under- 
taken as a ploy to satisfy the in- 
jured pride of General Thieu of 
South Vietnam. The bombing 
finished “it brutally, once and 
for all,” but had nothing to do 
with North Vietnamese agree- 
ment to final terms as Kissinger 
and Nixon explained to the 
American public.

paign,” he said. “A lot of folks 
out there already have that view, 
that this campaign is just a front 
for (Democratic gubernatorial 
contender) Mike Dukakis. 
Believe me, that is not where 
we’re coming from.” He pointed 
out that the campaign is sup- 
ported by both Democrats and 
Republicans. 

‘We will not endorse any can- 
didate for public office,” Jones 
said, “And we’ll only take 
positions on those issues affec- 
ting children.” 

Those issues were described by 
Edelman in a June 6 statement. 
“There is an old agenda still un- 
finished — children without 
enough food or decent housing, 
children whose parents cannot 
find worthwhile work, children 
who do not receive good health 
care or adequate education. We 
might call that the agenda of the 
Sixties. 

“But in the Seventies ... we 
have come to see that it is not 
just poor children or minority 
children whose parents may be 
rebuffed when they ask why their 


child has been suspended from 
school or placed in a class for the 
educable mentally retarded or 
not helped with a reading dis- 
ability. It is not just poor 
children or minority children 
who become pawns in divorce 
proceedings or are not properly 
protected from child abuse, or 
who end up in institutions when 
they could have been cared for in 
their own community.” 


Psychiatric Aid 


Illustrating the inequity of 
funds’ allocation for 
government-supported services, 
Jones said that, “Forty percent 
of the population in 
Massachusetts is children, so 
something like forty percent of 
the mental health resources 
should be available to kids. And 
that’s not how it happens. In the 
Department of Mental Health 
the budget gives only 18 percent 
of their resources to kids, but of 
that about 15 percent goes to 
custodial services. So when 
you're talking about responding 
to the mental health needs of 
children in the communities, 
you’re talking about only three 
percent of the Mental Health 
Department’s Resources.” 

Jones says many of the mental 


problems are caused by public 
schools in the first place. “‘A lot 
of the services we’ve developed 
for kids are mop-up operations. 
Social service agencies are 
basically designed to mop up the 
casualties produced by other 
systems in the society. 

“The school is one of the major 
places that produces the 
casualties which are spewed out 
into the community; then other 
youth agencies have to repair the 
damage. In many cases it is too 
late. At least 60,000 kids under 
the age of 16 dropped out of 
school last year. They’re drop- 


ping out in droves from Brockton ° 


High School, for example. I can 
see why. It’s obscene ... that 
school has 5,000 pupils! How can 
you respect the individual needs 
and education of a kid when you 
shove him into a school with that 
many kids?” 

The campaign will articulate 
questions about whether 
children whose parents are in the 
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process of divorce need their own 
attorney to prevent them from 
being mixed up with the proper- 
ty, or used as pawns when 
possessions are divided, or 
whether foster children should 
be allowed a voice in the choice 
of their assigned homes. 

Throughout this month, the 
campaign is collecing opinions 
from children, parents and 
professionals that will make up 
their platform. A broad cross- 
section of people across the state 
will participate in formation of 
policies they feel politicians 
should adopt, and more impor- 
tantly, work for once they are in 
office, or back in office. 


Hearings Planned 


Once the platform is 
established, the Children’s Cam- 
paign will hold hearings (which 
they are confident will receive 
full media spotlight) where can- 
didates for statewide office will 
be asked to respond. Candidates 


will be questioned by a citizen 
panel, including youngsters and 
teenagers, who will question 
politicians about their record, 
and their stand on children’s 
issues. 

By mid-October the campaign 
will be ready to issue a “report 
card” on each of the candidates 
in the general election in 
November. It will analyze 
positions taken by each can- 
didate, evaluate voting records, 
and community service. The 
report card will be released wide- 
ly to the public, and, the cam- 
paign hopes, be digested before 
decisions are made about which 
way to vote.

Continued from page 3—————_ 
marines, Teas and Dr. Pham Ho, 
a Vietnamese botanist, dropped 
8,000 seedlings, some equipped 
with packets of time release fer- 
tilizer, over a five square mile 
area of the Rung Sat. At the end 
of 1972, Teas returned to check 
on the results. 


“There was more than a year’s 
ordinary growth in four months 
for those that landed in moist 
places on the sides of canals and 
had carried fertilizer. Some of 
the regular ones did well too.” 

Although he was unable to 
determine exactly how many 
seedlings took root, the ex- 
perience convinced Teas of the 
feasibility of aerial replanting. 

But his efforts were hardly 
noticed in the depleted Rung 
Sat. The destruction was so ex- 
tensive that only a massive 
replanting program can return 
the forest. The NAS team es- 
timates that it would take 150 
million seedlings each year until 
the mangroves were completely 
reestablished. Most of these 
seedlings would have to come 
from other areas of Southeast 
Asie, an endeavor that, the 
scientists admit, would not be 
cheap. But if undertaken im- 
mediately Teas believes that 
within 20 years the economically 
and biologically vital red 
mangroves could be restored to 
the delta. 

Otherwise, not only will an im- 
portant source of fuel be lost to 
the Vietnamese for at least a 
century, but the food chain that 
supports the delta’s marine life 
may deteriorate beyond 
recovery. 

Stressing the urgency of 
reforestation, NAS president Dr. 
Philip Handler charged in his in- 
troduction to the report that 
“there is the burden of con- 
science to restore these forests to 
their natural or improved con- 
dition.” 

Thus far, however, there has 
been little acknowledgment of 
this ‘burden’ by either Viet- 


namese or American authorities. 
Since Teas left Vietnam on New 
Year’s Eve, 1972, no one has 
followed up on his initial replan- 
ting efforts. Teas would willingly 
return to plant more seedlings 
but only if guaranteed coopera- 
tion from the South Vietnamese 
military. 

That cooperation, though, is 
unlikely. On his previous trips 
Teas heard many provincial of- 
ficials complain about the densi- 
ty of the new growth of weedy 
species in the sprayed areas. Still 
concerned with fighting a war, 
they were not interested in plan- 
ting seeds. They wanted more 
herbicides to strip the land com- 
pletely. 

In Washington, the NAS study 
has made the rounds, passing 
from Defense, its improbable 
benefactor, to Interior, 
Agriculture, HEW, State, AID, 
EPA and the National Science 
Foundation. On Feb. 28, its con- 
clusions were read to the Senate, 
preceded by a letter from Deputy 
Defense Secretary W.P. 
Clements Jr., who assured the 
senators that Defense, NAS and 
the other agencies and 
departments would soon work 
out an “action plan” on the 
study’s recommendations. Since 
then the recommendations have 
been batted around inter-agency 
meetings, with others planned, 
but no action on replanting has 
been taken. 

“Our report is in,” Teas notes 
drily. “They could act if they 
wanted, but Congress gets lots of 
reports.” 

While the meetings go on in 
Washington the Rung Sat con- 
tinues to deteriorate. The last 
scraps of good mangrove wood 
are being picked up by fishermen 
and the remaining commercial 
wood collectors. The nutrients 
that support the marine life in 
the waterways are declining. 

“The economic loss will be 
sustained in the future,” warned 
NAS president Handler, “when 
the forest has been stripped un- 
less a vigorous replanting 
program is undertaken. If this is 
not done mankind will have been 
guilty of a large and ugly 
depredation of our natural 
heritage.”

For and About Women 


Feminist Health Care: Self-Help System 
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By Karen Lindsey 
After a recent illness that left 
me hospitalized for two weeks, I 
approached the new Women’s 
Community Health Center with 
an enthusiasm that admirably 
demonstrated the interweaving 
of personal and political realities 
so important to feminist theory. 
Not that my experience at Mt. 
Auburn Hospital was bad: on the 
contrary, I was extremely well 
treated by all the staff, including 
_ my (male) doctors, who were 
consistently courteous, compe- 
tent, unpatronizing, and infor- 
mative. What horrofied me was 
my own and my friends’ joyful 
amazement. I was well treated in 
a hospital, and I was grateful to 
the point of babbling — and my 
babbling was legitimate. Based 
on my own and other people’s ex- 
perience with the male- 
dominated medical establish- 
ment, I knew too well that my 
treatment had been unusual, 
and that decent medical care in 
our society does indeed call for 
urgent relief. 

Clearly there’s something 
pretty rotten in a system that 
leaves you passionately grateful 
for not being fucked over. For- 
tunately there are a number of 
groups working to change all 
that, and last year there were 
two women’s conferences whose 
goal was to form feminist alter- 
natives to standard medical in- 
stitutions. The first of these, the 
Lemuel Shattuck conference on 

_ Sept. 28 (‘‘For and About 
Women,” Boston Phoenix, Oct. 
9, 1973), was extremely diffuse, 
but it did succeed in bringing 
together a large number of 
women concerned with women’s 
health issues, and some of these 
women formed the second con- 


ference, held on Nov. 11 at the 
Boston YWCA. It was out of this 
conference that several women 
came together to form the 
Cambridge-based Women’s 
Community Health Center. 
They went through the usual 
series of problems involved in 
trying to form a collective, define 
goals, and establish a direction, 
but by mid-January a core group 
had stabilized, and they began 
to set up the Center. To date 
their efforts have been chiefly, 
and inevitably, directed toward 
fund-raising and self-education; 
now they are in the process of ex- 
tending their services to the 
community. In April they moved 
into their pleasant, comfortable 
offices at 137 Hampshire Street, 
a block away from Inman Square 
in Cambridge. 

I spoke with Jennifer, Sharon, 
Terry, and Barbara, four of the 
roughly 15 members of the 
Center, recently; it was an ex- 
hilarating experience. Their con- 
fidence and enthusiasm are con- 
tagious, and they seem to be 
succeeding in the collective 
endeavor better than many other 
groups have. 

Unlike many other women’s 
health services, the Community 
Health Center is strongly and 
overtly political in its definition: 
the women who form it identify 
with both the feminist and the 
radical movements. Their posi- 
tion paper states: ‘“We see what 
we are doing as a political act; it 
is therefore essential to define 
ourselves politically ... We feel 
that sexism, the patriarchy, 
capitalism, and racism are inex- 
tricably ‘intertwingled’ 
Health care today is a 
hierarchical, top-down system

profiting from people’s needs 
and their ‘mystification in 
relating to their own bodies. It is 
a purchasable commodity rather 
than a human right, and as such 
is particularly oppressive to poor 
people ... We see our health 
center as a working model of 
[our] ideals ... We see ourselves 
as an alternative institution in 
the movement for radical social 
change. Our collective process is 
an end in itself, an alternative 
way of decision making in a com- 
petitive, hierarchical system. 
Our base and philosophy is ‘self- 


help,’ a grass-roots challenge to 
the patriarchal system.” 

Their concept.of “self-help”’ is 
an interesting one, and central to 
their work. It begins with, but is 
not limited to, vaginal self- 
examination — “finding out 
what we do know, what we do 
not know, what we want to know, 
and exploring from there.”” Such 
groups are “action-oriented” — 
integrating different aspects of 
women’s physical and emotional 
realities, and sometimes in- 
cluding — as it has with the in- 
itial core group — training in 


paramedical skills. 

Since they are beginning to 
offer some medical services to 
women in the community, such 
paramedical training is an im- 
portant aspect of their work. I 
asked a lot of questions about 
this, since I’ve always been a bit 
nervous about the idea of people 
functioning as amateur medics, 
but their answers reassured me. 
“We're not about to perform 
open heart surgery on each 
other,” Jennifer promised me. 
“But there are some medical 
skills a three-year-old could 
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learn.” With the help of two 
feminist M.D.’s and other 
women who work in the medical 
professions, they have learned 
such skills as giving Pap smears, 
doing urine tests for pregnancy, 
and taking blood pressure. They 
are about to begin training other 
women in paramedical skills, 
with the assistance of the two 
doctors. They have an appren- 
tice system set up which will last 
two weeks or longer and will in- 
volve the “mutual evaluation” of 
the woman training and the 
collective training her to decide 
whether they can and want to 
work together. Women who 
receive the Center’s medical ser- 
vices will be asked for con- 
tributions based on a suggested 
sliding scale, with free service to 
those who cannot afford to pay, 
and the collective would like to 
reach a point where such income 
will make them self-sufficient 
and enable them to pay a 
fulltime staff. At present their 


funding comes from small grants 
and from such fundraising 
events as Robin Morgan’s poetry 
reading last March and the re- 
cent showing of two feminist 
films. 

Along with their self-help and 
medical services, the Center is 
building up a referral list which 
they hope will serve all women’s 
physical and mental health 
problems. They are trying to find 
clinics, private doctors, 
hospitals, therapists, insurance 
companies — all medical ser- 
vices with which women have 
had good experiences and which 
they would like to see other 
women using. Since they see 
their basic function as educa- 
tion, they are also concerned 
with outreach, and they have 
done speaking engagements on 
all aspects of women’s health in 
colleges, women’s centers, “‘pret- 
ty much any place that wants 
us.”” They ask donations for

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Shootout Heroes: Honeydip and Ice Cream

After the last j jump shots of the 
State Street Shootout had been 
fired last weekend, after the 
Honeydip had been sweet and 
Soup had gone nuts, after Jiggy 
had danced and Hoochie had 
cooed and Al Green had sung his 
song, and finally after The Man 
had acted a little like God and a 
King had been one, the question 
was: Who really was the 
Shootout’s most valuable per- 
former? 


Was it one of the celestial 


basketball personages men- 
tioned above — Skip (Honeydip) 
Wise, or Bruce (Soup) 
Campbell, or Jiggy Williamson, 
or Ken (Hoochie) Jones, or Ken 
(The Man) Carr, or Bernard 
King — who soared like flipped- 
out rocket men from Friday 
through Sunday? Was it one of 


the ice cream truck drivers who 
lined up on Beacon Street in the 
heat, delivering cream pops like 
manna from heaven? Or was it 
Jim Boyce, a University of 
Detroit assistant coach, who 
grabbed the scorer’s table late 
Saturday afternoon and used it 
as a battering ram to straighten 
Roberts Center’s last available 
rim after it had been abused for 
what looked like the last time by 
a flying slam dunk? 

The MVP trophy finally went 
to King, a 6-5 smooth bruiser of a 
forward on a New York team 
which lost in overtime, 98-90, to 
Baltimore-Washington in Sun- 
day’s final. But the beauty of the 
Shootout is that it could have 
gone to any number of players, 
which is why this ever-growing 
high school get-it together is the 


best of its kind anywhere, and 
why it is the closest we may ever 
come to having a playground 
championship of the world. 

“Best deuce I ever spent,” 
local basketball freak Jack Dia- 
mond said in the midst of 
Friday’s opening games, referr- 
ing to the price of a Shootout 
ticket. About 3800 people (the 
crowds were good all weekend) 
must have felt the same way, 
since they began to congregate 
about 3:15 Friday afternoon for 
the tournament’s first game at 4 
o’clock. Word had escaped that 
there were to be no concessions 
inside Roberts, so before the 
Shootout began, the ice cream 
trucks were already working on 
what must have been a historic 
weekend for the popsicle 
business. 


Once inside, the crowd did not 
have to wait very long for the 
tournament’s first surprise. 
Campbell, a toothpick-thin 6-9 
lefty center from Connecticut, 
scored 31 points (including a fat 
number of late clutch free 
throws) to lead his team to an 85- 
81 upset of Georgia, which had 
been favored to win everything 
except the NBA championship. 
Georgia featured six high school 
all-Americans — Mike Mitchell, 
Lucius Foster, Jackie Dorsey, 
Anthony Flanagan, Myles 
Patrick and Stan Rome — but 
they drowned like flies in the 
Soup. 

Baltimore-Washington strug- 
gled past New Jersey with 
Wise — a Frazier slick guard 
who’s going to Clemson — scor- 
ing a casual 29, and 6-9 junior 


Larry Gibson and Carr acting 
like Thunderbolt and Lightfoot 
in the middle. Baltimore, in- 
cidentally, was one of two teams 
(Boston was the other) to start a 
white player (there were a total 
of eight whites in all), he being 
guard Howie Kane. After Kane 
had made a semi-wonderful 
move to the basket late in 
Baltimore’s opening victory, 
Boston College’s sophomore 
center William Russell Collins, 
on hand to spectate, gave him an 
enthusiastic standing ovation. 

“Hey,” Collins said, deadpan. 
“Not a bad move by the colored 
kid. ”

these speaking engagements 
when the group approaching 
them can afford to pay. 


Professionalism? 


One of their strongest 
principles is a rejection of what 
they call “‘professionalism” — a 
concept I had a lot of trouble 
with, since I’ve experienced an 
occasional tendency in some 
areas of the women’s movement 
to deny the importance of 
achieving high levels of skill, and 
a result has been to obliterate 
distinctions between those with 
a lot of skill in a given area and 
those without it. In a field like 
medicine, this kind of glorified 
amateurism could be not just 
tiresome, but dangerous. Our 
disagreement proved purely 
semantic, however; these women 
have a strong respect for skill 
and for the commitment to 
achieve skill. By professionalism 
they mean the mystique of 
credentials — the assumption 
that the letters M.D. bring with 


them a magical omniscience that 
justifies a privileged status. 
They respect the skills that a 
doctor has, if in fact he (and it 
usually is “he’’) has them, but 
they see that many of these skills 
can be and are exercised by 
nurses, aides, and paramedics. 
And they reject the hierarchical 
structure that says that the 
possession (or ostensible posses- 
sion) of these skills entitles the 
doctor to more respect, privilege, 
and money than other medical 
workers have. (I was highly 
aware of this mystique even in as 
fine a hospital as Mt. Auburn 
and with doctors as genuinely 
considerate as mine were: the 
orderlies, aides, and nurses all 
wore uniforms while the doctors 
wore street clothes, and all the 
other workers I came into con- 
tact with were presented to me 
on a first-name basis, while the 
doctors were always called by 
their titles. Even with one long- 
haired and somewhat counter- 
cultural interne, who was- 
younger than I and with whom I 
felt an immediate rapport, the 
role-hierarchy remained: he call- 
ed me Karen, I called him Doc- 
tor, and neither of us attempted 
to break through the structure.) 
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The mystique of the M.D. 
lends itself readily to the 
assumption, on the part of 
everyone involved, that the 
patient is an ignorant child and 
the doctor an omniscient father, 
and it is easy for doctors to 
withhold information from their 
patients. ““When we give medical 
care, we are training the women 
we treat,” emphasized Sharon, 
and Jennifer added: “In some 
places medical staff will explain 
what’s going on if a patient asks. 
But a lot of people don’t know 
what to ask, or even that they 
can ask. Here, a woman’s going 
to have to ask us not to tell her. 
Otherwise, she’ll get a full, step- 
by-step explanation of what’s go- 
ing on.” 

Since these women are 
passionately committed to 
restructuring the entire health- 
care sysem, why are they 
limiting their work to women? 
“We’re feminists,” Terry says, 
“and there’s so much to do for 
women we simply don’t have 
time to work with men.” She 
feels that men too are highly op- 
pressed by existing medical 
structures, and hopes that a 
specialized equivalent of 
gynecology will one day exist for 


men. They would be willing to 
give referrals to men, and are 
looking for information on vasec- 
tomy as part of their birth- 
control referral service. They 
would like to see men form self- 
help groups among themselves, 
but feel that most men would 
have too much trouble dealing 
with the concept. (“I know of one 
group of men that tried to form a 
self-help group,” says Jennifer, 
“but it didn’t last long.”’) 


Change from Inside 


The week after I spoke with 
the women from the Health 
Center, I went with a nurse 
friend to a meeting of a different 
kind of women’s medical group. 
This was composed of women 
who work — as nurses, aides, lab 
technicians — in the medical 
field. One of these women had 
been involved in the YWCA con- 
ference, and had reservations 
about the Cambridge group. For 
her, and for the women in her 
group, the major goal is not to 
form alternative health in- 
stitutions — which she sees as 
impossible — but to work within 
the existing ones and try to bring 
about changes. Their group 
functions as both a self- 


educative and support group for 
their struggle within the medical 
establishment. 

But it is hard for me to see the 
two groups as negating each 
other. Both approaches make a 
lot of sense. The medical es- 
tablishment is powerful, and 
nobody expects it to crumble 
overnight: the women at the 
Community Health Center are 
not the kind of romantics who 
expect instant revolution in 
America. But it makes sense to 
simultaneously try to change in- 
stitutions while creating alter- 
natives to prove the possibility of 
other methods than those to 
which we are accustomed. The 
sense I got from both groups was 
that the women in them were do- 
ing what was best for them to be 
doing — and the existence of 
both is tremendously heartening. 

The Women’s Community 
Health Center has its business 
meetings on Thursday nights, 
and women interested in par- 
ticipating on any level, in finding 
out more about the Center, or 
contributing much-needed 
money or supplies, are invited to 
attend the meetings or to call 
them at 547-2303. It’s a good 
group to know about.

nickname quickly became “The 
Other”) — who had to take care 
of a little chore known as 
graduating from high school. 
The diplomas didn’t help. Play- 
ing nervous, Boston proceeded to 
get blown out by some flashy hit- 
men from Detroit, 91-64. Detroit 
not only had the Shootout’s best 
warmup, a Globetrotter circle 
deal which almost made some of 
the people sipping champagne in 
the balcony drop their brown 
bags, but also the tournament’s 
most exciting player, a 6-7 center 
named Terry Tyler.

When Lenny Bruce Needed Us? 


By Allan Parachini 
Just after six o’clock on the evening of 
August 3, 1966, they found Lenny Bruce 
dead of a heroin overdose, the needle 
still in his arm, slumped naked onto a 
bathroom floor in his house in the 
Hollywood Hills over Sunset Strip. The 
mortgage had been foreclosed that mor- 
ning; Bruce faced jail sentences for 
drugs and obscenity in two states. Some 
of his friends think he wanted to die; 
others think society murdered him. 

Lenny Bruce made a lot of people 
laugh, but he probably made a larger 
number angry. He was the kingpin of 
sick humor. People who listened to him 
carefully said he spoke the truth; people 
who did not listen carefully, or simply 
did not listen, said he was just a dirty 
mouth who should be shut up. Walter 
Winchell called Lenny Bruce 
“America’s No. 1 Vomic.” 

Toward the end of Bruce’s short 
lifetime (he was 40 when he died), it 
began to look as though the anti-Lenny 
forces had prevailed. Bruce was busted 
for narcotics in Philadelphia; obscenity 
in San Francisco; obscenity and nar- 
cotics in Los Angeles, and obscenity in 
Chicago and New York. He was banned 
from England and Australia. He blew a 
$400,000 cash reserve trying to defend 
himself in court and ended ‘his-life flat 
broke. 

Ten days after Bruce’s death, a thou- 
sand people crammed into the Judson 
Memorial Church on Washington 
Square in Greenwich Village — near 
clubs where Bruce had played — to start 
paying tribute posthumously. That 
process has continued. 

Lenny Bruce has not been forgotten 
by a loyal core of people, but his has not 
been a memory fresh in the public mind. 
There have been no annual com- 
memorations of his lurid death; no Len- 
ny Bruce scholarship funds, little com- 
mercial appeal to Bruce’s legacy. The 
most conspicuous of Bruce memorabilia 
was the play “Lenny,” which ran for 453 
performances on Broadway in 1971. It 
was not a boxoffice bonanza. 

Lenny Bruce’s following has been 
largely in the manner of a cult — people 
who have bought those few Bruce 
records which have been available, and 
read his autobiography, “How to Talk 
Dirty and Influence People,” and a 
collection of transcribed Bruce material, 
“The Essential Lenny Bruce.” 


Between now and late this year, 
however, a series of new works in a varie- 
ty of media and a New York City 
political campaign seem certain to 
provide the vehicle for enlarging the 
slegacy of Lenny Bruce. Just why Bruce 
should now be on the brink of 
widespread public (re)discovery is not 
exactly clear. Practically, a number of 
commercial ventures of great promise 
have come together, essentially 
simultaneously, but what is happening 
is more complex and more important 
that that. Lenny Bruce was years ahead 
of his time. The strongest argument for 
the Bruce revival is that the times have 
caught up with him. But, too, time has a 
laundering effect. At the end of his life, 
Bruce was engrossed totally in an ugly, 
suicidal drug scene and it has taken a 
while for the unseemly memories of Len- 
ny Bruce to filter out of the public con- 
sciousness. Bruce indulged in excess; the 
last few years of his life produced perfor- 
mances so distorted by drugs and the 
pressures of an insane series of legal mis- 
fortunes that Bruce’s comic genius was 
itself obscured.

Resurrection Is At Hand 
Whatever the reasons, these events 
seem to indicate that the Bruce revival 
and resurrection is at hand: Late in the 
fall, United Artists will release “Lenny,” 
a film based on the Broadway play, 
produced by Marvin Worth, a former 
Bruce manager, and starring Dustin 
Hoffman. Bob Fosse directs. Within the 
last few weeks, Random House has 
published ‘‘Ladies and Gentlemen; Len- 
ny Bruce!!”’ a truly definitive biography 
by Albert Goldman, a New York critic 
and author who has been writing about 
Lenny Bruce for more than 10 years. 
Grove Press may publish a novel based 
on the “Lenny” screenplay. Rights are 
still being negotiated and a complex 
legal dispute has arisen over Grove’s 
right to put the book out at all. The play 
“Lenny” has been put back into produc- 
tion, this time in Chicago, one of the 
cities where Bruce was busted for being 
obscene. A young, Yale-educated actor 
named Frank Speiser is touring with a 
one-man live show called ““The World of 


Lenny Bruce,” a recreation of some of | 


Bruce’s finest material and a commen- 
tary on the legal difficulties which final- 
ly sealed the comedian’s fate; the 
production is now being staged off 
Broadway in New York. 

Finally, in one of the revival’s most 
ironic twists, Richard Kuh, the 
prosecutor who tried Bruce’s New York 
obscenity case, is running in a 
Democratic primary for New York dis- 
trict attorney, an office to which he was 
appointed last winter when Frank 
Hogan, the legendary prosecutor who 
allegedly personally ordered Bruce 
arrested, resigned just before his death. 
One of Kuh’s opponents in the primary 
is Martin Garbus, a lawyer who helped 
defend Bruce. While Kuh is derisive 
about the attempt to make Lenny Bruce 
a 1974 New York City political issue, it 
appears that Bruce will play an impor- 
tant, posthumous part in the political 
struggle for Frank Hogan’s office. 

Commercially, the most significant of 
the events which make up the Bruce 


revival is probably the Worth-Hoffman- 
Fosse film. Shooting was completed last 
month. A New York premiere is planned 
in November. 

Worth first met Bruce in New York in 
the late 40s when Worth was managing 
small-time nightclub acts. Lenny Bruce 
was in his stable, hanging around 
Worth’s office at 1650 Broadway. (The 
building is still there, at the corner of 
5lst Street, but all else is memory.) 
Worth believes that the world is now 
catching up to Lenny. “I agree that it’s 
happening and I’m all for it happening,” 
he said in his office on the Twentieth 
Century Fox backlot in Hollywood. “I 
believe that to get the message of Lenny 
out there in any way possible is the im- 
portant thing. That’s one of the reasons 
the play was put on on Broadway in- 
stead of off.” 

While its total dollar take will most 
likely not approach the film’s, the new 
Bruce biography is probably the most 
significant piece of research and writing

Peter Sellers To Play Kissinger!

The Boston Phoenix has 
recently learned from informed 
sources that Robert Redford, 
who has purchased the film 
rights to Bob Woodward’s and 
Carl Bernstein’s story of the 
Watergate investigation, All the 
President’s Men, has almost 
completed casting of the major 
roles. Since the announcement of 
Redford’s film plans, the 
Washington cocktail party cir- 
cuit has been abuzz with second- 
guessing, and political figures 
like John Tunney and Jacob 
Javits with ties to show business 
are particularly prized today as 
dinner-table speculators. Many 
of the principals, of course, are 
no longer in Washington 
themselves, but those whom 
rumor has reached have not 
hesitated to communicate to 
Redford their displeasure at 
what they expect to be their un- 
flattering filmic depictions. 

While important players in the 
Watergate drama such as Lowell 
Weicker; Maurice Stans and 
Henry Petersen have not yet won 
alter egos, enough actors and ac- 
tresses have made verbal com- 
mitments to Redford to assure 
that All the President's Men will 
boast an array of talent un- 
matched since at least It’s a 
Mad, Mad, Mad, Mad World. 
Not wishing to divulge too many 
of his intentions, Redford will 
only reveal that “my vision of All 
the President’s Men is to show 
the forces of good doing battle 
with the forces of evil.” Accor- 
dingly, the tow-headed Redford 
has cast himself as the Pulitzer 
Prize-winning muckraker Bob 
Woodward. A rundown of his 
other choices follows: 


Walter Matthau as President 
Nixon counting his back taxes 


Walter Matthau will play 
Woodward’s nemesis, Richard 
M. Nixon. The only man in 
Hollywood the producers felt 
could reproduce the lupine stare 
of Nixon aide-de-camp H. R. 
Haldeman is lean-jawed Robert 
Culp. Peter Boyle will be 
counted on to capture the im- 
passive malevolence of John 
Ehrlichman. The popular Telly 
Savalas will play the bald and 
bilious John Mitchell; Phyllis 
Diller is expected to bring to life 
the wordy inebriate who was 
formerly his spouse. It will be up 
to singer John Denver, who made 
his dramatic debut on Owen 
Marshall, to convey the 
bloodless sincerity of John Dean. 
As his wife Maureen Dean 


decorated the Watergate 
hearings, so will Cybill Shepherd 
adorn the set of All the 
President’s Men. To everyone’s 
delight, Woody Allen, a 
Watergate connoisseur, has con- 
sented to appear as Donald 
Segretti. Max Baer, Jr., who for 
many years played Jethro on 
The Beverly Hillbillies, is being 
actively considered to play the 
part of Charles Colson, but Red- 
ford seems intent on engaging 
only someone with a protruding

ie? will, however, definitely bring to 
© the screen the boyish good looks 


of Dwight Chapin, and Rock 
Hudson will embody the raven- 
haired Angelino Herbert Kalm- 
bach. 

Fernando Lamas, it is hoped, 
will impart to the ex-Vice Presi- 
dent, Spiro Agnew, his well- 
known Latin recalcitrance; Mar- 
tin Balsam will likewise attempt 
to portray the swarthy malefac- 
tor Bebe Rebozo. The pleasantly 
blank-faced Ryan O’Neal is 
currently struggling to get inside 
the skin of the equally blank- 
faced Jeb Magruder. Controver- 
sial Rose Mary Woods will be 
immortalized on celluloid by the 
irrepressible Ruth Gordon. 
Robert Odle, a director ,of 
CREEP and the first witness to 
testify at the Senate Watergate 
hearings last spring, will be 
rescued from obscurity by Peter 
Bogdanovich (why Redford felt 
it necessary to script such an in- 
significant character is unclear 
at present). Jim Backus, per- 
suaded of the political merit of 
the project, has been induced to 
return to film in the role of 
bumbling Patrick Gray. 


Ernest Borgnine, after playing 
one fellow Italian-American, 
Vince Lombardi, says he deems 
it a great honor to play another, 
John Sirica. Elliot Richardson’s 
magisterial sulk will be recreated 
by James Mason, while James 
Stewart will again exercise his 
rustic savvy in the role of 
Archibald Cox. Dustin Hoffman 
will be the perpetually perplexed 
Sam Dash; glib Dick Cavett will 
ape fellow enquirer Howard

Baker. Fellow talk show host 
David Susskind promises to 
master the suave incompetence 
of Floridian Edward Gurney, 
and in one of the most super- 
ficially arresting choices,’ Zero 
Mostel will test his mettle as 
venerable Sam Ervin. Redford 
hints that Senator Sam’s 


fondness for the Old Testament 
played no small part in the selec- 
tion of the recently knighted Sir 
Zero. 

The cast of lower level mis- 
creants reads convincingly as a 
gallery of rogues. Topping the 
list is Kirk Douglas as G. Gordon 
Liddy, the ex-FBI agent whose 
fervent patriotism led him to 
offer himself to be assassinated; 
after him is Richard Widmark as 
the novelist and soldier of for- 
tune E. Howard Hunt; then 
Merv Griffin as the grimly giddy 
Bernard Barker. Art Carney and 
Gene Hackman have been 
tapped to appear as celebrated 
wit Tony Ulasewicz and 
bureaucrat-cum-thug John 
Caulfield, respectively. 

In perhaps his most audacious 
move, producer Redford has ap- 
proached Peter Sellers about the 
possibility of his again taking on 
the role of Henry Kissinger. If 
Sellers accepts, this would be the 
first time since Dr. Strangelove 
that he gets to exhibit his Ger- 
man accent. Rounding out the 
picture are Tatum O’Neal as the 
pixielike Tricia Nixon Cox, and 
Donny Osmond, in his first 
dramatic part, as political scion 
David Eisenhower. His wife Julie 
will be played by Linda Blair. 
Redford emphasizes that the 
decision in favor of Miss Blair 
does not mean to suggest any 
proximity to the devil on the 
part of Mrs. Eisenhower. Theme 
music will be by Paul 
McCartney. 

Hollywood sources also report 
that a potential box-office com- 
petitor, The G. Gordon Liddy 
Story, with script by Dalton

DAISY MILLER. Produced 
and directed by Peter 
Bogdanovich, b/o the story by 
Henry James.

Henry James did not write 
Daisy Miller for Cybill 
Shepherd, no matter what Peter 
Bogdanovich may say. James’ 
Daisy is both vivacious and 
repellent, a captivating flirt but 
also acreature of most unattrac- 
tive pretensions. Miller’s Daisy 
is unabashedly shallow, but 
she’s also oddly genuine, 
whereas Shepherd’s Daisy is 
shallow through and through. 
And Cybill/Daisy’s all- 
consuming vanity emerges as her 
only salient characteristic, un- 
tempered by the naive 
enthusiasm of James’ coquette. 
If this new cinematic Daisy 
sounds familiar, she ought to; 
this is Cybill playing the only 
role she seems even halfway 
equipped for, that of The Heart- 
break Kid. It’s a character whose 
whole being can be encapsulated 
into a single coy smile, one which. 
Cybill does to perfection and

Bogdanovich dwells on to 
wretched excesses. At least 
sixty-five scenes in Daisy Miller 
seem to fade out on that studied, 
vixenly grin. 

Bogdanovich has made the 
mistake of shaping Daisy to 
Cybill, instead of trying to do it 
the other way around. The result 


is that James’ tale is thrown 
completely off balance. With 
this as a Shepherd vehicle, the 
crucial premise must be that 
she’s irrestible; since 
Bogdanovich (unlike James) 
builds up no audience empathy 
for Daisy’s priggish suitor 


Winterbourne, the only possible 
way for us to understand his 
point of view is for us to be as 
smitten with Daisy as he is. 
Since Winterbourne’s viewpoint 
is central to the piece (in James’ 
story, he is the narrator), it is 
crucial that we be able to un- 


derstand at least some of his at- 
titudes. But since Shepherd’s 
mile-a-minute chattering seems 
too giddy, and her come-on feels 
so contrived, it’s hard to share in 
his fascination with her. And 
even hard to be so touched by 
Daisy’s demise that we share in 


the film’s condemnation of 
Winterbourne as the ultimately 
reprehensible conformist. The 
film tries much too hard to make 
us appreciate Daisy, without ex- 
pending the least bit of effort on 
involving us with her prim, 
repressed suitor. 

Bogdanovich’s style is at its 
most technically precise and 
lucid here — and his very 
finesse, like his attitudes 
towards Shepherd, work against 
the film as a whole. Scenes and 
characters are so sharply drawn 
that they convey the possibility 
of overt drama. But James’ 
Daisy Miller is seldom dramatic 
at all, and what tension there 
should be is built upon sub- 
tleties, not action. This one feels 
like a long succession of 
vignettes from Masterpiece 
Theatre, only not nearly as in- 
teresting. 

Daisy Miller is mostly very 
dull, but there is one very char- 
ming sequence in it, in which 
Duilio Del Prete (as the ubi- 
quitous Mr. Giovanelli) is cajol- 
ed by Daisy into singing “Pop 
Goes the Waisel’’ (sic). The 
relaxed feeling he engenders is 
short-lived, however, since 
Cybill follows his number with a 
tune of her own. Since neither 
musical moment has anything to 
do with Daisy Miller as James 
saw it, one can only assume the 
whole scene has been engineered 
by Bogdanovich to help along 
Cybill’s budding career as a 
chanteuse.

Our Time is a pleasant film 
which might have been far more 
interesting. But the screenplay 
and direction seem to be working 
at cross-purposes. Jane Stan- 
ton’s first film script draws upon 
her adolescence at a New 

ing school, and 
her total recall rivals John 


Dean’s. Anyone who has had the 
equivocal privilege of receiving a 


’ prep school education will im- 


mediately recognize and chuckle 
at the students’ apprehension 
before a rare dance that their 
food is spiked with saltpeter to 
blunt their urges. Again and 
again the dialogue rings true. 
And although the action is set in 
1955, it corresponds exactly to 
my own experience ten years 
later and is anything but dated. 

Ms. Stanton has difficulty 
constructing a plot, but this 
scarcely weakens her firm grasp 
on her subjects, which are two, 
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each of considerable value. The 
first is a sympathetic study of 
two girls’ friendship, a welcome 
change from the exclusively 
man-to-man concerns of most 
films today. Our Time is your 
kind of film if, like me, you were 
irritated by the portrayal of girls 
in American Graffiti, another 
movie about eighteen-year-olds, 
as invariably clinging, dumb and 
exploitative. Secondly, Ms. 
Stanton has written a bitter 
fable about the differences 
between people who are pretty 
and people who are not. Pretty 
girls like Abby Reed (Pamela 
Sue Martin) have pretty 
boyfriends like Michael Brooks 
(Parker Stevenson), enjoy pretty 
sex, and lead pretty lives. Un- 
pretty girls like Muffy Pratt 
(Betsy Slade) have unpretty 
boyfriends like Malcolm 
Livingston (George O’Hanlon, 
Jr.) for whom they don’t care; 
they endure unpretty sex, and 
die of botched abortions. This 
may seem simplistic and grim, 
but it’s all too often accurate. 


However, producer Richard 
Roth and director Peter Hyams 
have conspired to confect a very 
different movie. Roth, quite un- 
derstandably eager to repeat the 
success of Summer of '42, and 
Hyams, ether stung by the

generally unfavorable response 
to his previous film (the rather 
sordid Busting) or simply wan- 
ting a change of pace, have opted 
to distort Ms. Stanton’s 
screenplay into a sentimental ac- 
count of sexual initiation, a 
“funny, tender and sometimes 
sad story,” as the puffery labels 
it. 


This transmogrification is 
largely achieved through a fairly 
new process of film printing 
which allows a director to rely 
almost entirely on natural 
lighting. It was effective to a very 
different end in Busting, where it 
emphasized the neon and 
fluorescent glare of L.A., but 
here it bathes everyting in a 
beautiful golden haze. Pennfield 
Academy, the girls’ boarding 
school, appears not as it really is, 
but as seen through the fading 
eyes of a doddering alumna fond- 
ly but fuzzily remembering the 
best years of her life and con- 
veniently forgetting the pain and 
unpleasantness of growing up. 
Even the dingy warehouse in 
which Muffy has her abortion is 
made to seem lovely. The in- 
sufferably treacly score by 
Michel Legrand, who also did 
Summer of '42, contributes to 
this deception, which finally 
drains Abby’s death of all

significance, reducing it to a 
mere device for milking a sniffle 
from the audience. This does not 
appear to be what Ms. Stanton 
had in mind. 

On the other hand, Hyams’ 
handling of his rather inex- 
perienced cast is superb. Steven- 
son and Ms. Martin capture 
perfectly the glib superficiality 
of the pretty people they play: I 
envied them and hated their 
guts, just as I did their 
equivalents ten years ago. Betsy 
Slade’s scraggly hair, fat legs, 
and quavery voice make her the 
epitome of the unpretty girl, and 
hers is the film’s outstanding 
performance, recalling Liza 
Minnelli in The Sterile Cuckoo. 
This is her screen debut, an 
auspicious one, and it is also 
O’Hanlon’s. His part is less con- 
spicuous, but his awkward, 
clammy sincerity is effective. All 
four interact marvelously, with 
the utmost naturalness. And one 
scene, in which Abby reacts 
hysterically to Abby’s death by 
flinging a milkshake in 
Malcolm’s face and then em- 
braces him, is striking and very 
moving. But the talents of the 
cast, like the intelligence of the 
screenplay, are severely com- 
promised by the inferior vision of 
the men who made Our Time.

The Film’s Stars

Like Our Time, Pamela Sue 
Martin and Parker Stevenson 
are pleasant and pretty. Of 
course that’s what they’re paid 
to be, but they’re both still 
young enough (their very early 
twenties) to seem fresh and un- 
affected. Their smiles have yet 
to congeal into professional 
grimaces, and chatting with 
the press is not yet an irksome 
chore. Their toothpaste good 
looks are disconcerting 
(especially Stevenson’s — Ms. 
Martin fluffs his hair and cries, 
“Parker’s perfect, just look at 
him’’), but they’re as uneasy 
and self-conscious about them 
as anyone. She frets that all she 
can get are ingenue roles, he 
wishes he looked rough enough 
to be in a Western. Both began 
modeling in their teens, Ms. 
Martin because she yearned for 
a motorcycle, Stevenson 
because a summer job as a 
camp counsellor fell through. 
He still does commercials, 
although Ms. Martin won’t 
anymore. “I can’t shift gears 
into making commercials, 
period. I just hate it... New 
York was so harsh and cold. I 
ran around crying all the 
time .. . They’re rude because 
they don’t need you... The 
models, especially the female 
models, are assumed to be 
mindless.” Both enjoyed ex- 


traordinary good fortune ex- 
traordinarily early, lucking 
(Ms. Martin: “It certainly 
wasn’t talent”) into starring 
roles before turning twenty — 
he in A Separate Peace, she in 
To Find a Man. 


Since then Ms. Martin has 
become a full time actress, with 
The Poseidon Adventure and a 
couple of television movies to 
her credit, and she has moved 
from Connecticut to L.A. She 
takes her career seriously (like 
every starlet she’s a vegetarian) 
and is proud of her perfor- 
mance in Our Time: “It’s the 
first thing that I’ve done that I 
don’t squirm at.” She’s proud 
of the film too, although her 
comments about it were vague 
and vapid: ‘I think that 
everybody learns from having a 
tragedy in their life.” Director 
Peter Hyams wanted the movie 
‘*to appeal to people’s 
emotions.” Is she simply young 
and not terribly bright, or a pro 
already trained to mouth sweet 
nothings? I prefer to think of 
her as the former, a nice kid 
sneaking in with Stevenson to 
look at the daily rushes Hyams 
wouldn’t show them, but 
chickening out and running 
before. even. getting a 


Stevenson is both less 
professional and more 
sophisticated. Although I 
suspect he’ll end up an actor, 
he’s still an architecture major 
at Princeton, and rather miffed 
that a dean would not allow 
him a semester’s\leave to do 
Our Time. So he had to fall a 
whole year behind. Because 
he’s less committed to acting, 
and because he is the only per- 
son involved in the film besides 
the screenwriter who actually 
went to prep school (Brooks), 
he’s able to regard Our Time 
more critically. He liked the 
script (“It was funny because it 
was so real”) and laughed out 
loud as he read it on a train. 
And he dutifully defends the 
film and all concerned with it. 
But when, as one preppie to 
another, I complained about 
the film’s sentimentalization of 
boarding school, he quickly, 
though discreetly, agreed. He’s 
disturbed that in both of his 
film’s he’s played himself, a 
golden prep, Brooks, class of 
‘71 — Exeter, class of ’45 (A 
Separate Peace), and St. Am- 
brose, class of ’55 (Our Time). I 
hope he doesn’t become Ali

Things in England must be a 
great deal worse than the news 
has indicated. The Kinks, in 
Preservation Act II, and Bowie, 
in Diamond Dogs, have 
presented us with gloomy 
apocalypses. Both rock epics are 
conceptually confused and pain- 
fully contrived. Beyond that and 
their mutual pessimism they 
have almost nothing in common. 

Kink Raymond Douglas 
Davies is a_ professed 
schizophrenic, but more than 
that, he is a man of parts, parts 
which bump and grind against 
each other like gears out of syn- 
ch. He is a preserver of the 
“village green,” a defender of the 
romance of traditional England; 
he is a champion of the urban 
working class (‘‘Dead End 
Street”) and a poker of fun at the 
complacent bourgeoisie (“Well- 
Respected Man”’); but he is also 
one of the supreme decadents of 
rock, the man who, with “Lola,” 
introduced transvestitism to 
teenage America and, with his 
stage show, brought back the 
ghost of Oscar Wilde. 

Preservation Act II, a two- 
record set not quite consistent 
with the previously released 
Preservation Act I, brings these 
diverse elements under one roof 
but it never quite makes them 
comfortable with each other 
(and, in the end, this turns out to 
be a strength). Ostensibly, a 
charming lout of a dictator, 
Flash, a “former “second-hand 
car spiv” run amok in the free 
market, is being overthrown by a 
puritanical socialist, Mr. Black, 
and his naive followers, the Do- 
Gooders. Flash is the repository 
of those decadent traits Ray has 
come to flaunt in recent years, 
but he is not painted here in par- 
ticularly sympathetic colors. He 
° is a dangerous rake, a shameless 
mercenary and, in his moment of 
defeat, a self-confessed cheat, 
crook, liar and manipulator of 
the weak.

Mr. Black, on the other hand, 
is the hero of the working class, 
professing (though only in Act I) 
Marxist ideals; in Act II Davies 
has chosen to couple economic 
egalitarianism with a puritanical 
ethic redolent of fascism in its 
severity. Mr. Black and his 
followers (in one of the album’s 
most delightfully comic 
moments, a prissily sung 


Elizabethan air) rant against 
lust, lechery and debauchery, 
“breasts that are bare and pubic 
hair.” 

In the end, when Flash is 
deposed (and at his most 
human) we come to see that 
what the people, represented by 
the Tramp and at times Flash’s 
floosies and the Do-Gooders, see 
in Mr. Black — stability, equali- 
ty, protection from plunder — is 
not really what Mr. Black has in 
mind. As he brainwashes the 
captured Flash, Black talks of 
building ‘“‘an antiseptic world/ 
Full of artificial people.” The 
people, who are, in the album’s 
final song, “Salvation Road,” 
“sick and tired of living on loans/ 
Driving around in a car that I 
don’t own/ Tired of looking at 
wealthy faces/ Flying off to far 
out places,” have been duped by 
a J. Edgar Hoover thinkalike, a 
man who seeks to write large his 
personal repression. 

Preservation Act II smells of 
the movie version of “Clockwork 
Orange.” It tells us that in- 
dividuality may breed instabili- 
ty, inequality and a sort of color- 
ful oppression, but that its op- 
posite number is dehumanizing 
mind-control. But, I scuttle to 
add, it is not anywhere as 
manipulative as Kubrick’s 
calculating creation. No one 
character or group is without his 
or her good and bad aspects, and 


no one (including Flash) is made _ 


into any kind of hero. At most, 
one comes away with a fondness 
for the innocent followers and a 
contempt for the two leaders. 

A concept album like this can 
succeed in two ways: the concept 
itself can be arresting, or the in- 
dividual songs can be so good 
that they carry a weak concept. 
Preservation Act II is propelled 
by a confused and overused con- 
cept, and none of the songs stand 
out. Ray Davies is one of rock’s 
most facile melodists, and there 
is a degree of melodic appeal 


here, but his flair seems to have 
been diluted over the past few 
years. What recommends the 
album, more than anything else, 
is the crisp, tight playing. It is 
medium-alloy rock executed 
with consistency, and it is more 
than anyone who has witnessed 
the endearing but ragged live 
Kinks spectacle could 
reasonably expect. I might add 
that the singing of a lady 
described as A. Girton 
(heretofore known as Maryann 


Price of the Dan Hicks outfit), 
provides a curious and not quite 
appropriate but altogether char- 
ming foil for Mr. Davies. 

Bowie’s Diamond Dogs (the 
man apparently has no further 
use for his first name) is not 
nearly so explicit or plotted. In 
fact, it is damned near incom- 
prehensible, and, I believe, 
deliberately so. Bowie introduces 
it with a histrionic evocation of 
the wake of a holocaust — 
“corpses lay rotting in the slimy 
thoroughfare... ten thousand 
peoploids split into small tribes 
coveting the highest of the sterile 
skyscrapers.” Then amid canned 
applause, Bowie intones, “This 
ain’t Rock ’n’ Roll — this is 
Genocide.” 

The connection being made 
here is between a future of 
physical mutation and a present 
of psychic, New York Dolls-style 
mutation. Bowie is offering up to 
what he feels is a simmering 
adolescent population a vague, 


. perversely flattering image, es- 


pecially in ‘Rebel, Rebel,” a 
song which succeeds marvelously 
outside the context of the album. 
Without his most important ac- 
companist, Mick Ronson, for the 
first time in a long while, he has 
cooked up a gimmicky, effect- 
laden, schlock-spooky sound 
which tells of commercial 


‘calculation. In fact, the whole 


open-ended album concept and 
garish presentation (the cover is 
as sensationalistic as the music) 
suggests that Bowie, having met 
limited success with his subtle, 
finely-crafted earlier albums, 
has decided to follow the lead of 
Alice Cooper. Even in this, his 
most vulgar album incarnation, 
Bowie remains a fascinating and 
original figure, both musically 
and lyrically. But in making his 
appeal to teenage middle- 
America, he risks losing that 
more discriminating audience 
which has been the backbone of 
his support in this country. 
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AIRTO. Paul’s Mall. 


Every time I encounter Airto 
Moreira and his wife, vocalist 
Flora Purim, in a live perfor- 
mance situation I become more 
certain that the pair can follow 
their natural talents to mass- 
audience popularity. Two 
Tuesdays back at Paul’s Mall, 
Airto waited through mike set- 
ups for the WBCN broadcast, 
played one number just so the 
engineers could check the 
balance, then stopped the set 
and submitted to an on-air inter- 
view, all with an equanimity rare 
among people forced to spend 
most of their evenings in night 
clubs. The perfect man (and 
Flora gives suggestions of being 
equally adept) at operating in 
the circles of Merv Griffin. 

The music could be pure 
Airto-Flora music, too, heavy 
with dozens of ancient and 
newly-invented percussions and 
laced with a wide assortment of 
vocals including straight lyrics, 
scat, electronic voice alteration 
and pure sound-making. These 
are the things Airto and Flora do 
best, yet for some reason they 
only allude to these aspects of 
their music in person, choosing 
to concentrate instead on play- 
ing tunes which feature Airto on 
the conventional drum kit, very 
little of Flora, and much room 
for guitar and keyboard solos. 


Airto can get away with this on 
much of his new album, Virgin 
Land (Salvation SAL 701), since 
recording allows him to overdub 
percussion, and he has help from 
sympathetic guitarists (David 
Amaro, Gabriel DeLorme) and 
such friends as Stanley Clarke, 
George Duke and Milcho Leviev. 
Barry Finnerty and Mike Wolff, 
the current guitarist and pianist, 
are competent but no more so 
than dozens of others. Flora con- 
fined her singing to reprising 
moments with Santana (“Yours 
is the Light’’) and Corea 
(“You’re Everything/500 Miles 
High” medley). The worst was 
that Airto spent most of his time 
behind the drum kit, stepping to 
the percussion table only for solo 
demonstrations of the agogo, 
caxixi and tambourine. A much 
improved trap drummer, he’s 
still only ordinary, and his divi- 
sion of labor left me feeling the 
way a Stones fan might if Mick 
Jagger spent 90 percent of a con- 
cert blowing harp.

CHARLES MINGUS. 
Jazz Workshop 


Despite the sizable audiences 
that heard Charles Mingus at 
the Jazz Workshop recently, 
many of his oldest and most 
committed fans chose not to at- 
tend. Mingus’ last two 
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appearances at the club had 
simply been too painful. For 
whatever reason, Mingus had 
seemed lost in his own private 
world, barely playing his bass 
parts and directing little of his 
usual stern intensity towards the 
other members of his Jazz 
Workshop (the name Mingus has 
attached to his small groups for 
two decades): His group was as 
run-of-the-mill as any Mingus 
outfit I could recall, a feeling 
reinforced by the recent Atlantic 
album Mingus Moves (SD 1653) 
— Mingus’ lack of involvement 
was illustrated by the fact that 
over half of the tunes on the 
record were written by sidemen. 


What a pleasant surprise, then, ~ 


to report that Mingus is looking 
better, playing stronger, and ap- 
parently on the road to regaining 
his full, awesome strength. 

’ In obvious good spirits 
(perhaps recalling the honorary 
degree he received at Brandeis a 
few weeks earlier), Mingus was 
getting around his bass more, 
playing at and against the 
soloists and delivering singing, 
though badly miked, solos. 
Collectively, the sidemen were 
much more impressive than the 
last few times around. Pianist 
Don Pullen, who has integrated 
the Cecil Tayloresque clusters of 
his “basic self’ with the post- 
bop linearity of Mingus’ music 
quite convincingly, is still the 
most impressive. George Adams, 
despite a new-found fondness for 
quotation, is blowing more 
coherent tenor, though his 
screaming still resembles a child 
demanding attention. Adams’ 
old role of push-button avant- 
gardist has been inherited by 
baritone saxophonist “Bunny” 


_ Bluiett, the lone personnel 


change since the new record. 
Dannie Richmond, permanently 
returned from Mark-Almond, 
was perfunctory on the night of 
review, but his presence can only 
have a positive effect. 

Among the better perfor- 
mances were two tunes from 
Mingus Moves — Adams’ 
“Flowers for a Lady,” which 
sounds very close to a Mingus 


line, and “Opus 3,” a reworking 
of the old “Pithecanthropus 
Erectus,” whose many contours 
gave some coherence to Bluitt’s 


overtones.

AL STEWART AND 
GEORGE MELLY. 
The Performance Center 


George Melly is an English 

television celebrity, a counter- 
part to Howard Cosell. His act 
revolves around the shameless 
euphemisms that crop up here 
and there in the music he plays, 
jazz of the °30’s; he explains 
these euphemisms dutifully “to 
lend a veneer of education to an 
evening of smut.” But, in fact, 
he and his backup band, John 
Chilton and his Feetwarmers, 
simply love the music and the 
aura of the trad jazz artists, and 
would rather play than talk dir- 
ty. We buttered him up the night 
we saw him by requesting a 
“Fats” Waller tune, and he tore 
into “The Joint is Jumping,” 
“Old Fashioned Love,” “Frankie 
and Johnny,” and a Chilton 
original called ‘‘Good Time 
George,” all without any at- 
tached porn. That seedy old man 
was truly digging it, and he was 
nifty. 
Al Stewart doesn’t go for 
period pieces; he prefers a 
historian’s view — or a poet’s. 
His latest album, Past Present 
and Future (Janus JLS 3063), 
contains seven songs, each cor- 
responding roughly to one 
decade of the 20th century, plus 
the near-epic “Nostradamus” to 
provide the overview and the 
look forward (Nostradamus was 
a 16th century seer whose “cen- 
turies” of prophecy have thus far 
proven uncannily accurate). He 
played most of this album in 
concert, with especial attention 
given to the war song ‘“‘Roads to 
Moscow.” 

Stewart was a rock’n’roller 
when he was bitten by the Bert 
Jansch bug: Jansch was the first 
modern Briton to make valid 
music and reasonable amounts 
of popularity playing solo with 
an acoustic guitar. Stewart 
began playing the club circuit 
with an old Epiphone and a new 
batch of songs about seven years 
ago, and has recorded five 
albums in Britain. In America, 
however, there’s little attention 


payed to solo performers, so he 
had to borrow a band called 
Home to back him up this tour. 
He resented it a trifle, and was 
right to do so, as Home kept 
playing tricks on him onstage, 
playing riffs through him and 


grinning.

MARILYN CHAMBERS. 
Lucifer 


There’s a ‘‘Name of the 
Game” episode where Susan 
Strasberg plays. a sort of Janis 
Joplin character and Robert 
Stack falls in love with her. 
Susan couldn’t sing as well as 
Janis, but she’s a hell of a lot 
better looking. Marilyn 
Chambers can’t sing as well as 
Janis either, but she is better 
looking, and she is generating 
her sex appeal at the Corvette 
and stock options crowd, rather 
than at a bunch of scruffy hip- 
pies. 

Nothing wrong with sex 
appeal. Marilyn’s two greatest 
influences would seem* to be 
Janis and Tina Turner, and 
nobody accused those ladies of 
running a convent. However, 
Janis attempted to write some 
songs and merge the power of 
rock with traditional blues 
wailers. Tina, with hubby’s help, 
came up with some exciting, 
original arrangements. All 
Marilyn does is front her four 
piece band, which sounds like it 
came through the mail, work her 
one-octave voice with as much 
whoopee-do good times feeling as 
she can, and shake her trim 
body. 

The Chambers act is a 
dinosaur that escaped from the 
Las Vegas tar pits and dragged 
its way to Lucifer, in Kenmore 
Square, because Lucifer most 
reminded it of home. Marilyn 
sings “Proud Mary,” a perfect 
Turner swipe; she sings 
“Higher,” and renders that most 
energetic song just another boiler 
maker. She’s got the moves down 
right; she turns to give all parts 
of the audience equal time. She 
points at young men in two hun- 
dred dollar sport suits and 
demands in her raspy voice, ‘“‘Are 
you having a good time?”’ They 
were certainly having a good 
time, but they hadn’t come to 
listen to the music.

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Etta J ames: The Lady Is Sabotaged

If you were to pick five of the 
finest and most distinctive 
female voices in popular music 
from the past twenty five years 
or so, Etta James certainly 
would be among them. She’s 
been recording for almost twenty 
years in as many styles as R&B 
has nurtured. Her first hit, 
‘‘Dance With Me Henry’’ 
(Modern, 1955) is a rock ’n roll 
classic, featuring a style she 
utilized until her association 
with Chess Records in 1961. It 
was at Chess that her reputation 
was really established. She sang 
ballads with violins (“At Last’’), 
straight ahead blues (“Lovin 
You More Everyday”), raucous 
gospel-style soul (“Something 
Got A Hold On Me’), funk (“In 
The Basement”) and the Muscle 
Shoals produced ‘‘Tell Ma- 
ma’’/“‘I’d Rather Go Blind” 
single. She’s been a fixture on 
R&B charts for fifteen years, but 
her voice, an aggressive, growling 
vehicle of pain and pleasure, has 
always been too rough (and too 
sexual) for pop stations to han- 
dle. 

It’s certainly one of the 
musical tragedies of our time 
that she’s never made it out of 
the roughest of soul circuits, a 
tragedy compounded (and in 
part caused by) her well-known 
addiction to heroin. Two years 
ago Etta James had just about 
disappeared for good, with 
record releases becoming in- 
creasingly rare and stories of her 
difficulty holding together on 
stage becoming increasingly 
more common. Last summer’s 
Etta James album was supposed 
to be the beginning of a well- 
publicized, drug-free comeback 
attempt. The album, produced 
by rockster Gabe Mekler, 
wanted to add yet another 
dimension of style to her varied 


James I know) and the band was 
as raggedy as any I’ve seen late- 
ly. It was disturbing that aside 
from “‘Tell Mama” and a moving 
medley of her old ballads, all the 
songs she sang were taken from 
the two Mekler-produced 
albums. It was painful to watch 
a singer of Etta James’ stature 


‘singing Steppenwolf songs, com- 


plete with howling guitars (can 
you imagine Aretha doing 
that?). I guess what the whole 
thing lacked was dignity, and 
with the voice and presence she 
possesses there’s no excuse for 
that. As bizarre and depressing 
as the performance was, I still 
found myself haunted by her 
presence. It completely 
dominated the room, even at the 
most catastrophic moments, 


evoking a strange paradox of 


pathos and sexuality. 
Friends who saw her earlier in 
the week say the band had been 


more cohesive and the sets a lit- 
tle better, but I can’t help being 
upset that in a white club, with 
most of the people present seeing 
her for the first time, the whole 
affair came off as a cheap sham 
(and for this I blame the insen- 
sitivity of her producers). 

Her last album was unsettling 
but palatable, but the second 
time around Mekler has almost 
totally done away with any 
pretensions of R&B and given us 
what I assume he thinks is an 
“updated” Etta James. Come A 
Little Closer is awful and 
deserves no further attention. 
For the real Etta James, seek out 
the Peaches album (a compen- 
dium of her years at Chess, Tell 
Mama (the Muscle Shoals stuff) 
or Etta James Rocks The House 
(a live recording of her in a small 
club in Nashville dating back to 
1963). You’ll see what the fuss 
has been about. 
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career. Only partially successful, 
it attempted to capture the 
white audience with three Randy 
Newman songs and made a stab 
at a younger black audience with 
the jagged Superfly bass riffs of 
her single, “All The Way Down.” 

A subsequent comeback tour 
was arranged, but word had it 
that things had deteriorated to 
such a point that the tour had to 
be cancelled. Again it looked like 
this was the end, but then her 
appearance at the Performance 
Center was announced, a new 
album was released and 
everybody was ready to give it 
one more try. 

The night I saw her she came 
out in fine form, the band smok- 
ing and Etta in control, stom- 
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ping around the stage in her 
black sheath outfit, singing a 
“Signed, Sealed and 
Delivered’’/‘‘Tell Mama’”’ 
medley. She was loose and 
aggressive and it looked like it all 
might come together. In the mid- 
dle of the song the spotlight went 
out and her mike went dead, and 
it was downhil! from then on. 
There was no continuity to the 
set. Songs were presented com- 
pletely out of context (few bear- 
ing any relationship to the Etta 
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Bob Wills and His Texas 
Playboys: FOR THE LAST 
TIME (United Artists UA- 
LA216-J2) 

Texas Bob Wills, one of those 
legendary musical innovators 
who should qualify as national 
shrines, lies paralyzed and in a 
coma today down around Fort 
Worth, his famed fiddle silenced 
by a series of strokes. But thanks 
to United Artists records we have 
this remarkable set of two 
records with photographs and il- 
lustrated biography, that not 
only does justice to Texas Bob 
but may well be the best- 
produced, best-packaged and 
most dramatic country-western 
record ever released. Recorded 
last December in Dallas, it 
reunites Wills with his original 
1935 Texas Playboys, with whom 
he invented what he called 
“western swing,” the brand of 
hot licks which inspired Dan 
Hicks and Commander Cody 
and put the “western’’ into 
country-western. It’s a combina- 
tion of cowboys songs, blues and 
fiddle tunes that featured un- 
likely musical bedfellows, like 
big-band brass sections and old- 
timey fiddling, overlaid with 
Leon McCauliffe’s trendsetting 
steel guitar. 

In the middle of the recording 
session, Wills, who had been 
recovering from a_ partially- 
paralyzing stroke, suffered a 
new, massive attack. But before 
he succumbed, Wills was joined 
on this record by his greatest 
musical heir, Merle Haggard, 
the contemporary country singer 
who grew up listening to the 
Playboys on radio and has learn- 
ed the Wills fiddle style to a T 
(for Texas). 

If you’ve never heard Bob 
Wills, you’ve heard neither some 
of America’s greatest good-timey 
music nor some of the saddest 


~ ballads ever to grace a barroom 


jukebox. To country singers and 
their admirers, the Wills titles 
alone define genres: the old 
“Faded Love”’ or “San Antonio 
Rose”’ or “Stay a Little Longer” 
are the kind of tunes people pick 
as ‘“‘their songs.’’ Almost 
amazingly, these “last session” 
versions rival the originals in 
musicianship, and certainly sur- 
pass the old Columbia 78’s in 
fidelity. Most surprisingly, the 
Playboys (the name was a pun 
on a Texas string band of the 
’30’s called the Ploughboys) do 
three new songs — all written by 
one Cindy Walker — that rival 
the best of their old. 

As if all that weren’t enough, 
United Artists has supplied a 
portfolio-like collection of 
historic photographs as well as a 
book-like biography/ dis- 
cography. Especially for country 
music — when older stars who 
are not dead and legend are 
usually reduced to doing silly 
cover versions of new hits — this 
is a unique volume. If you've 
never bought a country record 
and never intend to buy another, 
buy this one.

Olivia Newton-John: IF YOU 
LOVE ME, LET ME KNOW 
(MCA-411) 
Diana Trask: LEAN IT ALL 
ON ME (Dot DOS-26022) 

Two of the hotter presences on 
the country charts, Diana Trask 
and Olivia Newton-John, are 
from the deep South — 
Australia, to be exact. I’m not 
prepared to offer a sociological 
explanation for this migration, 
beyond the fact that the Yankee 
dollar still looks mighty crisp to 
those from ‘‘down under.” And 
the fact that Australian singers 
tend to gravitate towards coun- 
try should not be made too much 
of. The unfortunate Helen Red- 
dy and the fortuitous Olivia 
Newton-John are essentially pop 
(and certainly not rock) singers 
with enough glottal twang and 
lyric corn to appeal to the 
country-western listener. Diana 
Trask was a generally un- 
successful MOR vocalist before 
she began to sell herself as a 
country singer. 

Having linked Olivia and 
Diana with Helen, I should im- 

mediately point out that the two 
former are for more substantial 
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and much less off-putting than 


the latter. Ms. Trask, with Lean’ 


It All On Me, proves to have 
learned all the country tricks — 
the exaggerated hitch in the 
voice, the modified yodel, the 
breathy, bedroom lower register 
— and she has a strong and at- 
tractive natural instrument with 
which to work. The title song, a 
hit in countryland, shows those 
hard-won abilities off to best ad- 
vantage. 

But beyond technique Diana 
has little to offer. Her selection 
of material is conventional and 
favors expediency. There are 
mediocre covers of “Behind 
Closed Doors” and “Let Me Be 
There”; Diana’s version of Janis 
Ian’s “Jesse” suffers in com- 
parison to Janis’ original rendi- 
tion, despite overwhelming vocal 
superiority. And the rest of the 
material is selected so as not to 
interfere with the effect of the 
title cut. 

Olivia Newton-John, though 
no vocal slouch, doesn’t have all 
that much power and range with 
which to work. She sounds a lit- 
tle like an underfed Linda 
Ronstadt. But her selection of 
material shows intelligence and 
independence; the production 
(except on “If You Love Me,” 
the follow-up to “Let Me Be 
There”) reveals an active ear; 
and Olivia’s singing, though 
preciously breathy at times, is 
other times rather sensitive. Her 
versions of Gerry Rafferty’s 
“Mary Skeffington’”’ and the 
Beachboys’ Only Knows” 
are honest and satisfying, more 
than just covers. Her own 
“‘Changes”’ and Farrar and 
Robinson’s “Home Ain’t Home 
Anymore” establish her as a 
musical presence worth reckon- 
ing with.

acceptance, forming and discar- 
ding bands in a process that has 
brought him from greasy 
Southern R&B through glamour/ 
glitter and out the other side to 
the present group, a synthesis of 
plain hard rock, brilliant 
musicianship, and whatever at- 
tractive elements can be borrow- 
ed from myriad English groups. 

The Edgar Winter Group 
borrows shamelessly from the 
Beatles, Yes, Led Zeppelin. 


While the swipes exist mainly in 
the writing, the execution leaves 
no doubt that this is Edgar 
Winter’s Group. Edgar has final- 
ly created a band where form 
and function blend smoothly. 
There is no dead weight; no 
superfluous horns or singers as in 
White Trash. The band’s biting 
attack, particularly in Winter's 
increasingly imaginative and 
controlled use of mellotron and 
arp, and in Rick Derringer’s dis- 
tinctive guitar work, is unique 
and immediately identifiable. 

Rick Derringer’s production 
misses not a trick; there is vocal 
overtracking, vast swirls of elec- 
tronic noise, and a good clean 
sound throughout. Derringer’s 
presence is essential, for he 
provides Edgar with a necessary 
instrumental foil; though this is 
much the same band as the 
earlier group which recorded 
They Only Come Out At Night, 
the inclusion of Derringer at lead 
guitar opens up vast new 
possibilities. 

Dan Hartman is an im- 
aginative bassist, a good singer, 
and a highly capable song writer 
whose material contributes 
much to the album’s success. His 
songs show a powerful English 
influence: “River’s Risin’” has 
an obvious but effective Beatles- 
like chorus and “Queen of My 
Dreams” is a Led Zeppelin song, 
even to Hartman’s perfect 
Robert Plant imitation. Yet 
these songs sound like nobody 
but the Winter Group because of 
their rational, American in- 
strumental style; Edgar’s 
classically-tinged keyboards lurk 
in the background. 

All is roses then? Well, this is a 
great, stirring rock record. But I 
want to know why Edgar always 
feels obligated to share the 
microphone with another lead 
singer. Dan Hartman is a fine 
singer; no doubt. But Winter, 
with perfect pitch and a voice 
that spans four octaves, is one of 
the most original singers in rock; 
I don’t want to hear anyone but 
on sing in Edgar’s band.

Time is finally taking its toli 
on jazz history, the ranks of 
those playing earlier styles are 
thinning out, and people like 


these bop-era tenormen find 
themselves approaching the 
status of grand old men. Based 
on the 1973 recorded evidence, 
James Moody currently has the 
most to offer: he has lost none of 
his passion or chops, is relatively 
free of personal cliches and 
guarantees a certain degree of 
variety via his equal emphasis on 
alto sax and flute. Feelin’ It 
Together contains Moody’s 
finest work in quite some time, 
with snorting tenor choruses on 
“Autumn Leaves,” a strange 


blues called “Kriss Kross” and 


warm flute on Jobim’s “Wave.” 
The masterpiece, however, is 
“‘Anthropology,”’ a Parker- 
Gillespie chestnut based on “I 
Got Rhythm” changes, which 
Moody delivers on alto like a 
possessed soul talking in bebop 
tongues. 

That special intensity is 
critical for these sax-plus- 
rhythm excursions; otherwise 
the mix of blues, ballads and 
Bird becomes predictable. 
Prestige’s recent sets from Mon- 
treux are good examples: there’s 
nothing wrong with Gene Am- 
mons and Friends at Montreux 
or Dexter Gordon’s Blues a la 
Suisse that unfamiliarity with 
each man’s past work won’t 
erase. Dexter, the man who in- 
fluenced Rollins and Coltrane 
and one of my personal favorites 
among tenors, is less passionate 
than in his heady triumphs of 
the sixties. The Monmartre set, 
done live in Copenhagen in 1967, 
is stronger, with one track of very 
good Gordon (“‘Devilette”’) and a 
ferocious “Sonnymoon for Two” 
that is a masterpiece of sustain-. 
ed blues improvisation. The bass 
and drum backing of Niels- 
Henning Orsted Pederson and 
Albert Heath are invaluable, 
recalling the kinetic work of the 
rhythm section on the famous 
“Chasin’ the "Trane.” 

Yusef Lateef is the one forties 
tenor attempting something 
different, in this case an homage 
to sources (Basie, Lunceford, 
etc.), and he has a marvelous 
group including Kenny Barron, 
Heath and bassist Bob Cun- 
ningham. For all of that, plus the 
beautiful cover art on Part of the 
Search, he gets one cheer; but 
this collection of gimmicks 
(radios tuned between tracks, 
children’s nonsense songs, a doo- 
wop vocal and four minutes of 
snoring) reveal Lateef at the bot- 
tom of the commercial bag he 
has been stuck in since joining 


Atlantic.

Theatre: Local Playwrights Take On Chekhov

There will no doubt be 
eyebrows raised among the 
literate if I come right out and 
say that the bill of three one-acts 
by little known local playwrights 
at the outdoor Publick Theatre 
makes a hell of a lot better show 
than ‘‘Morning, Noon, and 
Night with Anton Chekhov” — 
which might be more aptly titl- 
ed, since none of the travesty is 
the author’s fault, “Morning, 
Noon, and Nightmare For Anton 
Chekhov.” 

The problem with the 
Chekhov bill, the virgin offering 
of the newly-on-the-scene 
Copley Square Theatre, is that 
the material has been mis- 
directed as a kind of “Let’s 
blunder through some stale 
slapstick with Moe, Curly and 
Anton” routine. In fact, “The 
Marriage Proposal,” worse than 
any New Year’s morning I can 
remember spending, may have 
been bulldozed rather than 
directed. “The Boor”’ and “Swan 
Song’’ are better, but not 
significantly. 

“The Marriage Proposal” and 
“The Boor” are broadly drawn 
little farces, flickering only oc- 
casionally with the multi-faceted 
artistry of the later full length 
works that earned for Chekhov 
the right to have his name 
uttered in reverential tones and 
placed in sentences chummily 
close to the name of 
Shakespeare. But they are par- 
ticularly interesting now when 
the world has finally stopped 
treating Chekhov’s major works 
like tearful rivals of ‘“The Perils 
of Pauline’ and turned instead 
to their absurdly comedic 
aspects. We see here how the 
younger Chekhov enjoyed a dry 


laugh at Russian country life, a 
taste that grew more refined. 

But the one-acts are not so 
“timeless” as the major works, 
and to be workable, I belive, they 
have to be played as “period 
pieces.” Having the characters 
say things like ‘yeah’ and 
“Shit” and paw each other’s 
crotches symbolically is about as 
effective as Nazi jokes at B’nai 
Brith. The three actors plow 
their ways, with all the subtlety 
of 3 wrestling gorillas, through 
“The Marriage Proposal,” a play 
whose farcical aspect lies in the 
recurring irony of its simple, 
situation — a middle-aged lan- 
downer and a neighbor’s over- 
the-hill, homely daughter try 
desperately to propose marriage 
and to accept, respectively, but 
can’t keep from arguing about 
whose dog is superior or about 
who owns which meadow so that 
the possibility of their ever 
becoming engaged seems as 
dubious as their chances of 
achieving connubial peace. As 
they scuffle and pounce and 
punch and fondle, the inane 
beauty of such lines as (she final- 
ly manages to consent) “Oh, I’m 
so happy, Natalia. My left foot is 
still asleep” is totally muddled 
by the mayhem. 

“Swan Song” — about an 
elderly actor, drunk and wallow- 
ing in self-pity that alternates 
with arrogance, locked inside a 
theatre overnight with the 
homeless prompter who sleeps 
there — is done more quietly but 
not quietly enough, I’m afraid. It 
is a sad little piece that wavers 
dangerously close to cliche and 
requires delicate handling. And 
delicacy is not one of the Copley 
Square group’s strong points. By 
the time Sheldon Feldner has 
thundered his way through the 
“Blow, winds, and crack your 
cheeks!’’ speech from “King 
Lear” like it was a cheerleading 
tryout, I began to think it was 
time to head for the bomb 
shelters. 

Sheldon Feldner, despite his 
recent stint as Lord of the Fries 
at the Medieval Manor, is an ac- 
tor of awesome energy and no lit- 
tle charm. But he plays here 
much too broadly for this tiny 
space, as though he were aiming 
for the popcorn stand at the 
Music Hall. He has nice 
moments as the desperate 
lender-landowner in ‘‘The 
Boor,” but performing with this 
kind of direction (and very little 
of it, I would suspect) has made 


many a competent actor look 
bad. Ms. Trautmann’s two per- 
formances are adequate but very 
much alike and Dana Hersey, 
particularly playing the aging 
servant in “The Boor” like a 
mummy with Parkinson’s 
Disease, is just plain silly. When 
he stops acting and starts listen- 
ing a little in “Swan Song,” he 
does better. 

I would suggest that the 
Copley Square Theatre hire a 
director, cut out the lengthy 


Benito Mussolini (alive and well 
and shining shoes in America) is 
discovered at long last by a 
youthful devotee. And in the 
third, a blind magician produces 
a talking rabbit out of a box that 
turns out to be a toad (no one 
wants to hurt the handicapped 
magician’s feelings by revealing 
the error). The toad does indeed 
speak, weaving long World War 
II fantasies of war and destruc- 
tion before it tears the theatre 
apart, smothers the producer, 


and Zachary’s obvious knack for 
it stands him more than a 
fighting chance as his subject 
matter broadens. 

The biggest thing Allen Stern- 
field’s “‘Benito” has going for it is 
the idea — if indeed a Mussolini 
(or a Hitler) were discovered at 
this late date, he wouldhardlybe 
-what he used to be. This figure of 
a wizened, palsic “Duce” and his 
senile recollections of campfires 
and comrades long dead — par- 
ticularly his somewhat warped

scene changes which do little to 
make this space look any more 
like a theatre, and turn the 
volume down about 20 decibels. 


* * 

Sitting on blacktop for two 
hours, no matter how often you 
shift positions, can be painful. 
So if you should desire to visit 
the Playwrights’ Platform for 
some free theatre — and it’s 
worth whatever you can drag out 
to throw in the hat that’s passed 
— do take a blanket and a pillow 
to wad under yourself. The bill of 
three very different one-act plays 
by locals is performed outside on 
the site of Don Colluci’s now 
demised Publick Theatre and is 
at the mercy of the elements. 
But on a nice night, it is a very 
entertaining evening with a 
group that hes gotten a surpri- 
singly meager dribble of publici- 
ty. 

Whatever weird kind of mind 
you’ve got, there may be a play 
here for you. In the first and least 
elaborate, a neurotic ‘young 
married’’ is romanced in 
Boston’s Public Garden by a 
likeable voyeur. In the second, a 
kind of comedy sketch with 
Kafkaesque overtones, a senile 


and lures its bewildered creator 
into the box. 

Saul Zachary’s little study of 
the princess and the pervert is 
possessed of some surprisingly 
clever dialogue. And unlike so 
many works by inexperienced 
playwrights, most of it sounds 
like ‘“‘talk’”’ rather than like 
“writing.” There are some pretty 
stale lines like ‘“‘We aren’t get- 
ting any younger sitting on this 
bench” and “Please don’t speak 
to the operator while the affair is 
in motion.” But there are also 
some very fresh approaches to 
this archetypal pick-up situa- 
tion. Asked by the frustrated 
Beacon Hill housewife why he is 
destined to love and pursue her, 
the young writer replies in 
earnest, “Why must an Avon 
lady ring bells?” and proceeds to 
paint some pretty highblown 
comparisons between Avon and 
Life. 

Zachary has wisely chosen a 
very simple situation and con- 
centrates on his characters and 
on subtly batting the ball of in- 
itiative in this cat and mouse 
game back and forth between 
them. A lot of people who can 
write write miserable dialogue, 


version of the Ethiopian cam- 
paign — is highly comical. 

“The Magic Show” gets a lit- 
tle tedious in the middle, but 
this fractured fairy tale version 
of the Pandora myth is both . 
serious and crazy without 
switching tones abruptly on us. 
And except that the talking frog 
is uncomfortably reminiscent of 
Uncle Andy Devine’s long dead 
Saturday morning kids’ show for 
Buster Brown, Steven 
Lydenberg succeeds in making a 
serious statement about war 
with his tongue sitting comfor- 
tably in his cheek and without 
hitting anybody over the head. 

A year or so ago, Brandeis in- 
augurated a program to produce 
“new” (hitherto unproduced) 
theatrical works. It seemed such 
a good idea, and that only made 
the choice of three utterly terri- 
ble new plays all the more unfor- 
tunate. It is so easy to support 
the budding playwright in theory 
but, as it is with fledgling cooks, 
it ain’t always easy to like what 
they dish up. Free theatre with 
the Playwrights’ Platform is an 
unexpected pleasure, com- 
petently performed, and I recom- 
mend it. 
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A Crazy Quilt Weekend

Even those unleashed canines 
that perpetually populate the 
Square stopped by and seemed 
to enjoy it. This year’s greatly 
expanded Harvard Square Arts 
Festival Dance Week-end had 
something to fit just about 
everyone’s taste, encompassing 
almost every type of dance to be 
found in the Boston area. I clock- 
ed some 16 hours of viewing 
before the three-day 
kaleidoscope was over, and even 
then I missed several of the 
events. But all in all, with hun- 
dreds in attendance at almost 
every performance, it was 
graphic testimony to the boom 
that dance is currently experien- 
cing. 

The Friday evening perfor- 
mance in Agassiz Living Room 
under the stern and somber oil 
painting of Mary Cady Agassiz 
started with a formal lecture by 
Gerald Schneider who, along 
with his wife Carol Jordan, is co- 
ordinator of the Cambridge 
School of Ballet. The two have 
turned their considerable efforts 
not into establishing a company 
but rather to the proper and 
careful training of children in 
ballet, the most formal of the 
dance forms. Despite the fact 
that the lecture was a bit dry, it 
bespoke a fierce integrity in their 
commitment to training their 
students, and the three students 
who came along to demonstrate 
a mini-class (ages 9 to 16) and 
the four who danced the 
tarentella (aged 14 to 17) were as 
intelligently trained as one could 
hope to see. 

In the crazy quilt of that 
weekend of dance, Schneider’s 
lecture was followed by the work 
of Impulse, a jazz-blues group 
currently based at the Joy of 
Movement Center under the 
direction of Consuelo. I’ve 
tremendous respect for Con- 
suelo’s talent, dating from the 
first time I saw her as a soloist 
with the Alvin Ailey Company 
almost a decade ago. It’s 
something of a disservice to put 
others on the stage with her, 
because even the best of them 
look weak compared to her. Con- 
suelo’s movement looks like it’s 
really something innate and in- 


willingly traipsed into Agassiz 
Gym to continue taking the 
class. It seemed to be the best 
class of the Festival, challenging 
enough without being too dif- 
ficult. But to return to the ques- 
tion — there does seem to be 
something different about the 
two kinds of jazz, as I think 
about it now. The white seems 
lighter in quality, the black 
worked heavier into the ground, 
perhaps derivative from African 
dance.

Their im- 
provisation is the type which 
calls on members often to handle 
one another’s bodies. The 
elements of tenderness and har- 
mony are apparent in all their 
work. Their work looked equally 
at home in the Gym and in the 
more formal setting of the 
Agassiz Living Room. 

Last but not least was Com- 
monplace performing a fantasy 
garden sequence in the Radcliffe 
Yard Garden. Conceived and 
directed by Pat DeAngelis, 
Becky Arnold and Valerie 
Vaughn, the piece strewed 
bizarrely-dressed Felliniesque 
characters about the garden.

EXTREME REMEDIES by 
John Hejinian, St. Martin’s 
Press, 342 pages, $7.95. 

In the last best-selling novel I 
read, Peter Benchley’s Jaws, the 
nemesis was a man-eating shark 
and the creature, after con- 
suming a handful of surprised 
swimmers and disrupting a 
tourist town’s economy, was 
properly disposed of. One of the 
tenets of popular art is that, no 
matter what its temporary 
perversions and deviant sen- 
sationalisms, a moral or 
aesthetic justice must be meted 
out at the end. The lines of the 
drawing must finally meet and 
touch. The shark must die after 
he has had his dinner. 

But John Hejinian, an ex- 
neurology resident and now a 
doctor in a clinic in San Fran- 
cisco, has written a first novel, a 
more literate best-seller than 
Jaws, in which the nemeses, the 
medical establishment and mor- 
tality itself, do not die. He- 
jinian’s manuscript was of so lit- 
tle redeeming moral virtue (par- 
ticularly for a book with so many 
best-selling qualities) that his 
editor felt compelled to ask him 
if he thought it might be a good 
idea to write in a kid with a brain 
tumor who is saved at the end. 
Hejinian declined wisely, preser- 
ving intact the pessimism of his 
traumatic hospital novel. The 
plot is hung loosely on the fates 
of a few patients who have been 
admitted to the neurology ward 
of a large San Francisco 
municipal hospital where 
patients are fodder for new ex- 
perimental surgical techniques 
when they have outlived their 
usefulness as sentient beings, 
where the corridors are littered 
with cases at their last stop to 
extinction, where our hero, Dr. 
Joe Womack, carries out his un- 
successful assault on medical 
elitism and patient abuses. 

But Womack is hardly a hero; 
he lacks the stature of the 
solitary. He is not alone in his 
disgust with the medical profes- 


sion as it is practiced in the large, 


hospital where he works. The 
sentiment is shared by interns 
and medical students. But 
Womack doesn’t possess the con- 
viction of a crusader, the 
monomania of a reformer. 
Despite his humanism (which 
passes for idealism in the 
medical world), despite his in- 
clination to introspect (always 
attentuated by author Hejinian, 
a doctor himself who un- 
derstands well the counter- 
productivity of philosophical 
speculations), Womack’s sen- 
sitivity has been blunted, he too 
has been spiritually depleted by 
the profession he practices. Heji- 
nian bestows upon him a learned 
hardness. For Womack to fight 
too hard against the arrogant Dr. 
Aldrich, tenured professor of 
neurology, or the hot shit young 
neurosurgeon Stembridge, whose 
interest in his career eclipses his 
concern for the patients’ 
precarious lives, would be to 
diminish his own effectiveness, 
to take time away from his 
obligations to the dying around 
him. Hejinian grants Womack 
only a fierce ambivalence, not 
the determination for a complete 
moral victory. 

Writing with a dash of 
Hammett and an incipient 
nihilism, Hejinian creates a 
Womack afraid of his own sen- 
timentality:

Womack, like Philip Marlow, 
Lew Archer, and Sam Spade, 
doesn’t have much time for 
women. Hejinian admits he was 
heavily influenced at the time he 
wrote the book by detective 
mysteryewriters. He is too busy 

being a hard-boiled neurol 
resident. Unfortunately, I thi 
Hejinian has little time for them 
either. His medical imagery, his 
descriptions of symp- 
tomatologies are precise and 
often terrifying, but his scenes 
with women, notably Womack’s 
lover Marie, are about as rich as 
hospital chicken broth. 
Hejinian studied writing un- 
der Archibald MacLeish at Har- 
vard in the early sixties. “But,” 
he says, “I don’t think that 
professors will like my book. It’s 
not superartistic like Joyce.” 
Well, maybe not, but he has 
achieved a depressing momen- 
tum that blurbists would call 
“‘compelling.’’ The hospital 
scenes, which comprise ninety 
percent of the novel, mix terror 
and a certain gentleness without 
resorting to pathos. His gallery of 
quadriplegics, asthmatics, 
amnesiacs, brain tumors, and 
human vegetables is paraded 
relentlessly during the few days 
that the book spans, and the 
reader, like the doctors 
themselves, is forced to accept 
how little can be done for them. 
And where something can be 
done, it isn’t; the medical world 
fails to treat the whole patient. 
The sympathetic characters, the 
patients, end up gorks or real 
corpses. 

To confirm the hopelessness of 
this depicted world, even 
Womack’s efforts to preserve life 
backfire. A young black, victim 
of a drug overdose and a blow to 
" head, remains in a deep com- 

“as good as dead,” while a dy- 

ihe wife of a doctor waits for his 
kidneys. Otherwise, she will ex- 
pire. Womack fights to keep the 
surgeons from Billy Liggons 


because his EEG still shows 
some activity, and Womack 
thinks there’s a chance he will 
survive, if only as a vegetable. 
While he continues to work on 
Liggons, the doctor’s wife dies of 
renal failure. Then Liggons con- 
ks out. He loses both. A short 
while later, Womack’s erstwhile 
lover Marie, whom he now 
refuses to see, attempts suicide 
and is wheeled into his ward. She 
has been admitted to the 
hospital just as Womack is about 
to make an angry presentation at 
the hospital reform committee 
meeting, the book’s moral 
climax, so he misses the chance 
for his own vindication. The mo- 
ment is complex — it is 
Womack’s unrequited lover, the 
woman he has not been “good” 
enough to, who in the end keeps 
him from even the opportunity of 
a political and moral victory — 
and perhaps it has no ultimate 
logic. Once again, he is sucked 
back into the world of practical 
medical gestures. Lives must be 
saved. Is there to be no time for 
the higher forms of caring? 


This is soap opera, without the 
bubbles. A morality play with no 
time for moral conduct. This is 
not Serpico, but just the liberal’s 
nightmare; showing, after all, 
that it is not enough to care 
deeply, to have sensitive moral 
radar for scanning institutional 
injustices. One has to be a ram- 
paging madman, one has to 
almost give up all hope of 
regularity and safety, one has to 
discredit oneself entirely in the 
eyes of the enemy before the bat- 
tle can even begin. And Womack 
does not quite have the right 
stuff. 


It is an exquisite irony that 
Hejinian was in a position to 
hand a copy of his book to 
another first-book author who, in 
quite the opposite way, has all 
the right stuff, Jeb Magruder. It 
was at the American Booksellers 
Association Convention in 
Washington a couple of weeks 


ago. Hejinian had been 
autographing free copies in the 
model bookstore and was follow- 
ed by Magruder and his An 
American Life: One Man’s Road 
Te Watergate. Hejinian thought 
they might trade copies and gave 
one of his to Magruder. Jeb fore- 
ed a smile and said, ‘‘Oh, 
terrific. This will give me 
something to read in the can.” 


The Paris to 
New York Review 


The Paris Review, after more 
than twenty years of publishing 
abroad, has moved its publishing 
operation to New York. 
“Economic convolutions,” ac- 
cording to George Plimpton have 
necessitated its geographical 
change. But we are assured that 
the periodical will continue to 
publish the best out-of- 
mainstream creative writing it 
can lay its hands on. The recent 
57th number, a 20th Anniversary 
issue, features an interview with 
W.H. Auden by Michael New- 
man which is not dated but 
presumably took place shortly 
before Auden’s death. In this 
very anecdotal conversation, 
Auden continues to manufacture 
aphorisms: “I don’t think good 
work ever makes one cry... If 
one sees King Lear, one doesn’t 
cry. One doesn’t have to,” and “I 
think if men knew what women 
said to each other about them, 
the human race would die out.” 
Also, a fine Paul West short story 
about a Tanzanian ascetic who 
finds peace dwelling atop “a 
stout stem of shit,” elephant shit 
to be precise, in an African 
parkland. A wonderful parable 
about one man’s ability to 
accept, in the late Ernest 
Becker’s phrase, “man’s basic 
creatureliness.’”’ Neruda, Grace 
Paley, Merwin, a Red Grooms’ 
portfolio of drawing, and, as one 
is inclined to say as space and 
time runs out, much, much 
more.

yet done on Bruce. The book was 
produced by Albert Goldman, a 
former English teacher and 
longtime New York critic, who 
collaborated with Lawrence 
Schiller, a Los Angeles jour- 
nalist. Goldman knew Bruce 
only in passing; Schiller never 
met him. But when Lenny died, 
Schiller found himself fascinated 
by the sum of Bruce’s life; he 
started interviewing everyone he 
could find who had known Len- 
ny. That number ultimately 
reached 118. Goldman, 
meanwhile, had written about 
Bruce, seen him and met him 
casually. A partnership ensued 
with Schiller contributing raw 
material and Goldman rounding 
out the interview portrait and 
actually writing the thick, 565- 
page biography. 

“Lenny had gotten to be a 
drag,” Goldman said in the liv- 
ing room of his apartment on 
Manhattan’s Upper East Side. 
“When he died, nobody gave a 
fuck. I’m not George Gallup, but 
I would say it figures that what’s 
happening now is the catalyst. 
My basic theory is that right 
now, owing to the collapse of the 
counterculture, we're in a period 
of playback. That doesn’t mean 
nostalgia. The trouble is that 
nobody fuckin’ heard Lenny 


Bruce (at the time) except pimps 
and whores; but that’s not you 
and me. What’s happening now 
is we are replaying a flick that 
nobody ever saw. Today, 
everybody talks Lenny Bruce’s 
language. His allusions, his tem- 
po, all liis shit is in the public do- 
main. We can reel him back now 
and understand what the hell 
he’s doing. 

“This isn’t nostalgia, baby, 
it’s the classic thing you’ve 
always had in the history of art. 
He (Bruce) knew fuckin’ well 
what would happen. All he had 
to do was to die.” 

It is one of the ironies of Lenny 
Bruce’s legacy that his memory 
is embroiled in a civil legal dis- 
pute just as his life became a 
series of criminal ones. 
Nonetheless, a feud has arisen 
over the proposed novelization of 
“Lenny” which pits Goldman 
and Schiller against Marvin 
Worth and Barney Rosset, presi- 
dent of Grove Press and one of 
Bruce’s closest friends. 

What is involved, essentially, 
is who has right to use certain 
Bruce material in what medium. 
Schiller says he sold Worth 
rights to his interviews so Worth 
could produce the play and the 
film. Schiller and Goldman 
claim exclusive right to the 
printed reproduction of the in- 
terviews. Grove Press, which 
published the script from the 
Broadway ‘‘Lenny,’’ has 
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scheduled the novel, providing 
an agreement for rights can be 
reached with United Artists Pic- 
tures which is releasing the film. 
But Schiller and Goldman claim 
the proposed Grove book would 
be in violation of the complex in- 
terview agreements. Rosset says 
legal proceedings subsequent to 
the original granting of rights by 
Schiller have changed things. 
The whole issue of the Grove 
Press novel (for which an author 
has not Been selected) may have 
to be settled in court. 

Fortunately, the Lenny Bruce 
estate, whose beneficiaries are 
the comedian’s mother, Sally 
Marr, and daughter, Kitty 
Bruce, is guaranteed its 15 per 
cent cut of the action, regardless 
of who prevails in the legalistic 
boxing match. 

Although the book(s) and film 
will most likely attract the 
widest audience, there is also no 
little significance to Frank 
Speiser’s “The World of Lenny 
Bruce,” a two-hour stage show in 
which Speiser, who has a 
master’s degree in fine arts from 
Yale Drama School, portrays two 
discernible Lenny Bruces: the 
one at the height of his career 
and the broken, drugged-out 
man pleading pathetically for a 
hearing in a New York City 
courtroom. 


Bruce’s World Gone 


If the world at large has 
changed since Bruce’s death, so 
has the geography he knew. In 
the days Marvin Worth 
represented him, Bruce hung out 


at a little luncheonette called 
Hanson’s, across Seventh 
Avenue from the Taft Hotel in 
New York City. Today, the little 
corner Hanson’s once dominated 
is occupied by an art distributor 
called “Gallery of Discoveries.” 
It’s the kind of place that cranks 


out mass produced paintings, 


the price-tags of which point out 


reassuringly: “includes frame.” 


And in this changed world, few 


of the clubs where Lenny Bruce 
played still exist. The Crescendo 
in Los Angeles, the Cafe au Go- 
Go in New York, most of them 
are gone. But is one of the ironies 
of this revival that Frank 
Speiser, in addition to playing 
some of the same cities (New 
York, Philadelphia and Los 
Angeles) where Bruce was 
busted, has put on his careful 
recreation in perhaps the only 
club left where his mentor per- 
formed, Doug Weston’s 
Troubadour, which has held on 
for 17 years on’ Santa Monica 
Boulevard in West Hollywood. 
Speiser was 18 when, in 1962, 
he saw Bruce twice, both times 
in New York. “I dug him a long 
time when I first saw him and 
then three and a half years ago, 
when Marvin (Worth) was first 
starting to put the film 


together, I auditioned for the. 


part.” That effort fell through. 
but Speiser returned to Yale and 
worked up a presentation as an 
acting class assignment. That 
show, which makes use fun- 
damentally of transcripts 
supplied by Worth, became 
“The World of Lenny Bruce.” 
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Some of Speiser’s routine ac- 
tually consists of amplifications 
of Bruce concepts, but most of it 
is recreation from the original. 
Speiser does not look very much 
like Bruce and denies he is trying 
to recreate Lenny the way Hal 
Holbrook portrays Mark Twain. 
“Holbrook sucks you in with the 
finesse and beauty of Twain,” 
Speiser says. ““My show is like a 
train at the end.” 

All this media attention might 
be enough in itself to satisfac- 
torily guarantee the fact of the 
Bruce recognition. But an ele- 
ment that is curiously New York 
in tone has injected itself, too: 
the political fortunes of District 
Attorney Richard Kuh. 

In 1964, Kuh was an ambitious 
assistant to Hogan, in charge of 
the bureau in the DA’s office 
assigned to prosecute obscenity 
cases. Goldman says Kuh was 
“‘Hogan’s hit-man” and that 
Kuh’s career aspirations 
prompted him to accept the 
Bruce case with alacrity. 
Although he was terminally ill, 
Hogan won reelection last fall, 
only to retire due to ill health the 
day after Christmas. Gov. 
Malcolm Wilson appointed Kuh, 
who had returned to private 
practice, to fill the first year of 
Hogan’s unexpired term; but 
Kuh, a Democrat, must run for 
election this fall. The race is a 
crowded one with some observers 
giving the edge to former U.S. 
Attorney Robert Morgenthau. 
Kuh runs as the incumbent, 
however. 

Kuh probably thought, at 
least for a time, that the Bruce 
case was behind him after the 
three-judge court found Lenny 
guilty of violating New York 
obscenity statutes and sentenced 
him to six months in jail — a 
term Bruce never served. But, as 
Kuh now observes, history has 
made the New York trail more 
significant than he thinks it was 
at the time. Lenny Bruce may 
thwart Richard Kuh’s fondest 
desire: to sit:in Frank Hogan’s 
chair. 

Kuh will not answer what is 
perhaps the most provocative 
question of all: Did Hogan per- 
sonally order Bruce prosecuted? 
Most observers argue Hogan did 
issue the order, but Kuh says 
“no comment.” He cites a reluc- 
tance to “cop out” and lay the 
blame on a:dead man. 

Kuh claims he prosecuted 
Bruce “‘down the middle. I in- 
herited the criminal charge and 
tried it.” He denies a campaign 
charge that the prosecution 
order was refused by other 
assistants in Hogan’s office. Kuh 
says he would not try Lenny 
Bruce today. ‘“‘No prosecutor 
would spend 30 seconds on the 
case now, because community 
standards have changed as night 
to day,” he says. 

The prosecutor wishes the 
Bruce issue would simply go 
away. ‘“‘Anyone who has to go to 
something 10 years old is poverty 
stricken for issues against me,” 
he complains of opponents who, 
he charges in the manner of a 
machine candidate, have 
“shown a willingness to distort, 
mislead and lie.” 


Garbus Plans Kuh Coup 


But there are many New 
Yorkers who do not plan to let 
Kuh off that easily. One of them 
is Martin Garbus, who is also 
seeking the DA nomination. Gar- 
bus, in still another of the 
marvelous ironies of this curious 


circumstance, helped defend 
Bruce in the case Kuh 
prosecuted. 


Garbus plans an assault on 
Kuh under the banner of Kuh’s 
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“pathological obsession” with 
the obscenity issue. “It (the 
Bruce case) indicated a total 
hostility on the part of the DA’s 
office to many of the things 
Bruce was saying. It was a 
pathological persecution of a guy 
and a lifestyle and a culture by a 
DA’s office.”” Kuh counters that 
the case was a criminal 
proceeding brought under com- 
munity standards which no 
longer obtain. “I am not the least 
bit ashamed by it or troubled by 
it,” he says. 

There aren’t any meaningful 
polls in the race yet, but when 
Frank Speiser finished his open- 
ing show at the Bitter End, a 
Greenwich Village club, some 
weeks ago, the applause drew 
him back to the stage. He has 
no encore as such, but he raised 
both hands and quieted the 
crowd. “Let’s get that mother- 
fucker Kuh out of New York,” 
Speiser urged. The applause 
swelled again and the audience 
stood. 

The issue is not just partisan. 
On April 3, a two-thirds page 
advertisement, under the 
headline ‘‘Lenny Bruce 
Arrested!” appeared in the New 
York Times. The ad contained 
the argument against Kuh by an 
ad hoc group calling itself Artists 
for a Fair DA. On the front ‘page 
of the Times that day, a long, 
somber news story reported that 
Frank Hogan had died. 

The ad was assembled by a 
group of Greenwich Village ar- 
tists organized by art historian 

. Carl Baldwin and erotic painter 
Tom Wesselmann. Baldwin 
hopes to keep the Bruce issue 


prominent in the race, but the 
artists’ group has not endorsed 
and may not endorse a specific 
candidate. It is more an anti- 
Kuh campaign than anything 
else. To defray the $6,300 cost of 
the Times ad, the artists held a 
special sale of their work; 
Baldwin says AFDA will inter- 
view all the candidates and 
attempt to make certain that 
Kuh does not banish Lenny 
Bruce to the periphery. 

Critical responses to the 
books, movie and stage attention 
to Lenny Bruce and electoral 
response to Richard Kuh are dif- 
ficult to predict. To be sure, the 
quality of the work will legislate 
public response, but there is 
great promise to much of what is 
happening as it is. The remain- 
ing question in all this surge of 
Lenny Bruce commemoration is 
how Bruce himself would have 
felt about it. Predictably, even 
people who knew him are in con- 
flict. 

Marvin Worth concedes that 
Lenny’s feelings would be dif- 
ficult to predict. “I don’t think it 
would be one reaction,” he said. 
Garbus believes Bruce would 
react cynically but that he might 
also have been pleased. 
Biographer Goldman is cynical 
himself. ‘““He’d be very- cynical, 
man. He would have done seven 
bitter bits about this. He woulda 
said, ‘Here I am, dead and gone. 
Where were they when they were 
killing me?’ He had every right 
to be bitter.” 

It seems unlikely, but Gloria 
Stavers, editor-in-chief of Spec 
and Sixteen magazine, two 
publications catering to the

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teenage star worship trade, 
probably knew Bruce as well as 
or better than most contem- 
porary observers. She thinks 
Lenny would understand what 
this 1974 spate of attention 
means. “He'd be brilliantly hap- 
py. He was very tolerant. Lenny 
would have loved this,” Stavers 
says. “What Lenny was aiming 
toward was a much more social 
level. He wanted to become 
much more direct. But they cut 
him off at the pass; and they kill- 
ed him.” 

Regardless of how Lenny 
would have felt about it, the 
posthumous recognition due true 
artists of merit seems finally to 
be at hand. Frank Speiser recalls 
the only time he ever met Bruce 
face-to-face:
